NEW ORLEANS, April 26.— The 
Mississippi levee is to be cut to save 
the city from.being flooded by the 
approaching . waters of the swollen 
river. é 
- Governor Simpson late this -evening 
declared an emergency. existed and 
ordered a seyering of the levee Friday 
noon at Poytiras, fifteen miles below 
the city. 

Here. a spillway will be created to 
let the rising waters out into Lake 
Borgne and thence to the Gulf of 
Mexico. Fully 100,000 acres will be 
flooded. . 

Before the cut is made the people 
in the lower part of St. Bernard and 
Plaquemines. Parishes will have had 
plenty of time to withdraw themselves 
and their movable property from the 
area... This evacuation movement has 
alréady. started. 

The breach will probably be made by 
engineers of the State with approval! 
of engineers of the War Department. 
The step was recommended by the 
Mississippi River Commission. 

The problem was discussed at a 
meeting last night attended by Gover- 
nor Simpson, Mayor O’Keefe and fifty 
leading business men of New Orleans. 


All day toaay a similar conference 
Was in session. 


Quick Results Expected. 


The engineers advised the Governor 
that by cutting the levee at Poydras 
the flood pressure on the city would 


be greatly decreased and a drop of a 
foot and a half to two teet in the 
river level in front of the city would 
result. 

The entire National Guard is being 
mobilized to carry out the order. There 
has been great opposition by the trap- 
pers and small truck farmers of the 
area to be flooded, although the more 
substantial elements’ of the district 
favored the cutting of the levee. 

Tonight, after many hours of con- 
ferences, mass-meetings and  tele- 
graphic comunication with Federal of- 
ficials, it seems certain that the plan 
will be carried out. For hours, however 
it looked as if the armed opposition of 
2,000 men would prevent the breaking 
of the levee. These 2,000 are fighting 
for their homes and their property, 
while opposed to them was the safety 
of a city of 425,000 with assessed real 
and personal property of $585,000,000. 
The assessed valuation of the land to 
be flooded is $1,500,000. 

Tonight there are still bands of 
armed men in St. Bernard who may 
cause trouble. Every yard of the 
levee is guarded. The farmers and 
trappers have machine guns, riot guns, 
rifles and pistols. But observers sa 
that when the time comes for the en 
neers to break the levee residents of 
the region, forewarned, will withdraw 
to places of safety. 


Recall the Break of 1922. 


The people of St. Bernard remem- 
ber vividly the crevasse five years 
ago today. Without warning at 3 
o’clock in the morning the Mississippi 


River made history and a natural out- 
let for itself when the swollen stream 
burst — begets See spilled it waters 
thro’ a at Poydras. 

Thousands of acres in St. Bernard 
and Plaquemine parishes were flooded 
and property damage of several hun- 
dered thousand dollars was caused. 

It was while New Orleans was facing 
the worst flood crisis in her history 
that the break occurred. Instant relief 
was afforded the city. A drop of two 
feet was registered at Carrollton Ave- 
nue and this was followed by a gradual 
decline until the water had. returned 
below the crest of the levees and 
finally subsided in their natural chan- 
nels,

MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 26.—So acute 
has the problem involving the rescue 
of victims of the great Mississippi flood 
become that Henry M. Baker, director 
of the disaster relief for the American 
Red Cross, at 9 o’clock tonight (East- 
ern Time) telegraphed Secretary Mel- 
lon to order 100 Coast Guard vessels to 
proceed full speed to Memphis and 
such other points to the south as may 
be designated to aid in the saving of 
thousands of men, women and chil- 
dren who are awaiting rescue in va- 
rious parts of the flooded zones. 

The situation, declared Mr, Baker, is 
growing more serious hourly. Reports 
of flood victims marooned on levees, 
on the roofs of houses, the spires of 
country churches, Indian mounds and 
other high places are coming in by 
airplane, by wireless, by telegraph and 
telephone and by messenger. ‘Besides, 
there are scores of other places in the 
flood: areas where the marooned are 
isolated without communications of 
any kind with the outside world. 

To get these people to safety and to 
give them the care they need as a re- 
sult of exposure that in some instances 
has lasted for many days is just now 
the great task ahead of the Red Cross. 

Army Radio Units Also Wanted. 

Director Baker also notified the War 
Department that twelve complete radio 
units of the regular army are imme- 
diately needed for duty in the isolated 
flood areas, the plan being to use one 
unit in Memphis as a central signa! 
station and by airplane and boat 
transfer the other units to places 
which ‘at this ‘hour are without: means 
of communication. 

Six navy seaplanes to further aug- 
ment the service of communication 
and act as carriers of supplies in cases 
of emergency are also coming to Mem- 
phis to operate under Red Cross direc- 
tion.

SHANGHAI, April 26.-Acting as a 
convoy for the steamers Tungwo and 
Tuckwo down the Yangtse River, the 
United States auxiliary. Penguin was 
subjected to a» heavy: and persistent 
fire last night from the southern bank, 
midway Between Nanking and Shang- 
hai, occupied. by the Cantonese. 

A number of bluejackets aboard the 
Penguin were wounded, one it is 
thought mortally, .and this attack 
proved: to be the most serious affair 
that any of the American warships 
have sustained since they appeared in 
Chinese waters. 

Immediately the Penguin. opened up 
with machine guns and rifles, and the 
Cantonese replied with ‘field pieces, 
whereupon the Penguin brought her 
big guns to bear upon’ the Chinese, 
who finally desisted. 

The American destroyer Paul Jones 
was also fired on, but from the north- 
ern bank of the river, where the 
Northerners are in control. Investigat: 
ing another attack, the U. S. destroyer 
John D. Ford and the British de- 
stroyer Cockchafer discoveréd six Can- 
tonese gunboats.all ready for action. 
The Cockchafér was fired on later 
from ‘the southern bank of the river, 
and 0} up.@ heavy shrapnel fire, 
which ouneeet going most of the day. 
While Northern Chinese forces have 
met with reverses in afi attempt to 
cross the Yangtse Ryyer from Pukow 
into Nanking, the seat of Chiang Kai- 
shek’s newly founded moderate Can- 
tonese Government, there are rumors 
of a concentration of ‘Northerners for 
an attack on Hankow, the stronghold 
of the radical Cantonese faction. 


Battle at Night. on River. 


Fighting between the Northern forces 
in Pukow and the Southern troops in 
Nanking, which has been in progress 
for a long time, reached the climax 
last’ night when the Northerners; 
crowded into a score or more of boats, 
attempted to cross near the /Nanking 
forts. A searchlight revealed their ap- 
proach and a heavy fire was opened 
upon them. Reports reaching Shang- 
hai say that 2,000 Northern soldiers 
perished .when the boats were sunk by 
Cantonese shells. Details are lacking, 
and it is difficult to get confirmation 
of this report. . 
A fierce battle was also fought last 
night between five war craft of the 
Nanking Cantonese and. the Northern 
batteries. in. Pukow. . The. firing lasted 
for hours, but without decisive results. 
Chinese reports indicate that negotia- 
tions between General Chiang Kai-shek 
and the Northern Generals’Sun Chuan- 
fang and Chang Tsung-chang are still 
going on with the object of arranging 
for withdrawal of these two Northern 
armies. This‘ would open the way for 
Chiang’s drive northward on Peking. 
Fearing possible trouble by the Com- 
munists on May day, General Yang 
Hu, chief of General Chiang Kai-shek's 
staff, has been appointed commander 
of the constabulary at Shanghat.

Late President Wanted Our

THAT VIEW NOT COOLIDGE’S

that is, to have the sovereignty of the 
United States extended to them with 
the ultimate object of. granting them 
rights of Statehood.

According to the views attributed to 
him, President Harding felt that he 
would be able to accomplish these pur- 
poses if he held the Presidential office 
for eight years.

Plane Clings to Ground.

Forty seconds 
ed, and the plane had slid 200 feet 
beyond the spot, and then the wheels 
ij a little, slowly, very slowly, and 
it could’ be seen by the anxious watch- 
ing men that she was in the air. 
Still Wooster kept her close to the 
ground, gathering speed before he 
began to climb, and. finally, as men 


held their breath, he began to lift her. | 


She did not respond quickly; she could 
not with the terrific load, but she 
lifted about fifty feet, and was very 
slowly going higher. She was still 
about fifty feet in the air when the 
line of the dirigible hangar was 
reached. 

Everything might have gone well if 
there had not been a line of trees in 
the way. They were just in front of 
the bomb pits, where the big army 
bombers drop their missiles every day 
in practice. Day after day the Davis 
plane had swooped over these trees in 
trial flights—never before had they of- 
fered a hazard. But now with the load 
and slow climb they stared Davis and 
Wooster in the face, a menace that 
might wreck them and al] their hopes. 

ooster turned slightly to the right. 
‘Turning a heavy plane with full load 
at low altitude is always a dangerous 
thing. When a ship turns it loses fly- 
ing speed and with that load every bit 
of speed was needed to keep it in the 
air. The huge plane b slip and 
lose height. Quickly ooster sensed 
what had happened, and straightened 
out again. He knew he was in for 
trouble now, just as did every flier on 
the ground who was watching, tensely. 


Recovers, Then Drops Swiftly. 


They hung on every movement of the 
plane. It seemed to recover and then 


began to drop again swiftly, and the 
pilot looked about with anxious eyes, 
seeking a place where he could land. 
Just before him was the Back River, 
a tiny stream, and across that some 
mud flats in front of the little fishing 
village of Messick. It was as dis- 
heartening a place in which to look 
for a landing spot with a plane weigh- 
ing eight and a haif tons as could be 
imagined. 

A little to the right was a tiny penin- 
sula in front of Messick, a small strip 
of green, marshy land, and beyond it 
a pool of water about seventy-five feet 
across. It did not look very deep, per- 
haps the plane could plow through it, 
and it was Wooster’s only hope, He 
turned again slightly to the right, 
about a quarter return, and again the 
plane dropped faster. If he had been 
higher he could have gained speed 
with which to keep going when 
straightened out, but the ground was 
close beneath, 

Wooster headed straight for this little 

t of green, the ship partly out of 
control, fighting with every bit of his 
akill and resource and courage to right 
it. Those on the field behind could see 
that. And the ship came down Well; 
it secmed for a moment that Waster 
had conguered- it: The right wheel 
touched, the. left still slightiy in the 
air, the tail dropped down and the 
plane started in a long skid across the 
wet ground. Then the ieft wheel 
dropped and the most difficult of all 
feats that of landing a ship of 17,000 
pounds without breaking the ground 
gear had been accomplished. If the 
ground had been hard the plane and 
the lives of Davis and Wooster might 
have been saved. 


Pilots Cool in Emergency, 


As the plane touched the ground 
Wooster or Davis cut the switches. 
Two fishermen standing on the little 
promontory, so close that they almost 
had to jump to dodge the falling piane, 
remembered that the motors coughed 
and were silent as the ship landed. 
An airman’s first act in making a 
forced landing with danger of crash- 
ing is to cut his switches to prevent 
fire. The pilot’s minds were working 
with all their usual coolness. 

Those back at the dirigible hangar 
saw a splash and water thrown high in 
the air as the plane plowed through the 
pool of water. It reached the other 
side, piled up against the edge and 
with startling suddeness turned over 
on its nose. The tail stuck up at an 
angle of about 45 degrees, the nose 
buried in the mud, and the cockpit 
half submerged. 

Just what happened to the gallant 
airmen inside is not yet positively 
known. It seems probable that they 
were suffocated by mud and the fumes 
of gasoline from the broken tanks in 
the wings which leaked down into the 
cockpit. ‘ 

As soon as the plane crashed Bo- 
decker, Roberts, Sergeant, with Lieu- 
tenant McReynolds and Captain Scott 
got into a rowboat near the dirigible 
hangar and rowed frantically across 
the Back River. They could see the 
long furrow ploughed in the marshy 
ground where the plane landed on one 
wheel and tail skid and slid across 
into the ‘water. The left wing was 
completely smashed, and the centre 
motor was buried in the mud. There 
was no movement in the cockpit which 
seemed half filled with water, but not 
enough to drown the fliers. 


Fliers Were Not Crushed, 


The rescuers struggled frantically tc 


lift the plane enough so that they 
could smash open the cockpit and 
reach Davis and Wooster, The pilots 
were still in their seats, slung forward 
over their straps, which had not been 
unbuckled, so quickly did disaster 
overtake them, and so faithfully had 
they stuck ‘to the task of wong tao 
to get their plane under‘ control. ere 
were no marks to indicate that they 
had been killed in the crash by im- 
pact, althou Commander Davis's 
face was slightly cut, 

It was found that the wing tanks 
had been broken in landing, and gaso- 
line was leaking down into the cock- 

it. The main tank semed also to 

ave been cracked so that it was leak- 
ing. The main tank had only started 
in its straps and“had not. moved mre 
than an inch. But the entire forward 
part of the fuse back to the cock- 
it had been smashed in, and the cen- 
re ‘motor ‘torn loose.

PICKED BIG PLANE CAREFULLY. 


Davis Was Pleased With Great 
Power and Confident of Success. 


The plane in which Commander 


Davis and Lieutenant Wooster were 
killed was an unusually large and 
heavy machine, but one which the 
Commander believed edmirably adapt- 
ed to his purposes. He had selected 
it after careful calculations of all the 
available big craft in the country. It 
was a slightly new type ealled the 
Pathfinder, built by the Keystone Air- 
craft Corporation of Bristol, Pa. 

It was a biplane with a wing spread 
of 67 feet and was 48 feet long. It 
was powered with three Wright Whirl- 
wind J-5 motors, an improvement on 
the motors which Commander Byrd 
used on his North Pole flight. These 
motors were also used on Byrd’s plane 
and the Bellanca. The fuselage was 
built of tubular steel welded together, 
@ very strong construction. The land- 
ing gear was also heavy, built to stand 
up under an enormous strain. 

he fuselage and wings were stand- 
ard wings of the Keystone company. 
They had never built a three-motored 
ship before, and the problem of con- 
struction was a new one. However, 
Commander Davis said the day before 
he was killed that it had satisfied him 
in every detai] and was the best large 
plane he had ever flown. The plane 
had thick wings of great lifting capac- 
ity which more than made up for the 
heaviness of construction. 

The plane had to be strong to carry 
the weight of gas needed for the 
transatlantic trip, 1,600 gallons. One 
remarkable thing about the accident 
was that the pilot was able to land 
his plane with full load aboard, 17,800 
pounds, without crashing his landin 
gear. Commander Davis had intend 
to drop this gas while in the air by 
pulling a rip cord attached to the dump 
valve at the bottom of the tank, so 
as to avoid the hazard of landing with 
full load.

Byrd, Fokker, Sikorsky and 
Others Laud Their Ability and 
Sacrifice for Aviation. 








SAY ATTEMPTS WILL GO ON 





Sorrow Widespread Among Fliers— 
Lincoln Ellsworth Sees Davis as 
a Gallant Adventurer. 





Sorrow was widespread yesterday in 
aviation circles over the deaths of 
Commandér Davis and Lieutenant 
Wooster in the crash of their giant 
airplane, the American Legion. Min- 
gled with expressions of regret were 
statements that such an accident would 
not put a stop to transatlantic flight 
efforts, but would spur on future at- 
tempts until success was achieved. 

Following are some of the comments 
received: 

Commander Richard E. Byrd—The 
death of Davis and Wooster came as 
a distinct shock. We were rooting 
for each other. We hoped that both 
would make Paris for the advance- 
ment of science. He was disappointed 
at our accident just as we are in- 
expressibly shocked and grieved at 
his death. Sennett and I would be 
proud to be among those to make 
the attempt with tim. Only several 
days ago I wrote him offering what 
assistance he cared to ask of me, and 
his Jast message to me before tak- 
ing off was to offer some good ad- 
vice. It was this type of splendid 
American that aviation has lost. It 
was this type that makes one fee] 
proud to strive for the same goal. 

Both Davis and Wooster have given 

their lives to the science of aviation, 
They were my old friends, Hach 
was a brilliant, courageous air pio- 
aeer. Their loss to aviation 1s irrep- 
arable. And I say with empnasis 
that they would want me to ask the 
people of the country and business 
not to associate the unfortunate ac- 
cident of pioneers with commercial 
aviation which puts safety first and 
which follows the pioneering only 
when the pioneers have proved prac- 
ticable the air routes they are seek- 
ing to establish. Our commercial air 
lines are now beyond the pioneering 
stage. 

Anthony H. G. Fokker, aircraft manu- 
facturer—I knew Noel Davis well and 
had the greatest admiration for his 
ability as a pilot and as a navigator. 
It is too bad that he and Lieutenant 
Wooster had to sacrifice their lives 
in the endeavor to open the air trail 
between New York and Paris. Un- 
fortunate and sad as this accident is, 
it should act as an added stimulus to 
those who are pioneering in this new 
method of travel, The United States 
Navy and the nation as a whole have 
suffered a tremendous Joss. 

{gor Sikorsky, President of the Sikor- 
sky Manufacturing Corporation—I am 
very, very sorry that this attempt has 
had such a sad ending. I am espe- 
cially sorry for Davis, who wag a 
good pilot and who seemed to have a 
great future. It proves again that 
transatlantic flying is an immensely 
difficult undertaking and calls for 
great effort on the part of the ma- 
chine and its passengers.

Two Left in Paris Attempt. 


Bertaud and Lieutenant Charles M. 
Nungesser, French air ace, who has 
announced he will fiy from Paris to 
New York about May 10, are virtually 
the only ones the series of accidents 
has 1} in the field, although Com- 
mander Byrd hopes to make the hop 
later in the Summer. Other flights 
have been announced, but are not ad- 
vanced to a point where they may be 
said to figure seriously. 

The Davis tragedy leaves only one 
official entry for the Raymond Orteig 
prize of $25,000. This is Charles Lind- 
berg of St. Louis with his single- 
motored Ryan plane, which has just 
been built at San Diego, Cal., and is 
now ready for test flights. 

The crash of Captain Fonck, like 
that of Commander Davis, was laid 
to the extremely heavy loading en- 
tailed in carrying sufficient fuel to 
drive an airplane 4,000 miles.

It was on Sept. 21, 1926, that Fonck, 
surrounded by crowds of admirers, 
climbed into the cockpit of the Sikor- 
sky machine and seated himself at 
the controls beside Lieutenant Law- 
rence W. Curtin, U. 8S. N., his navi- 
gator. Jacob Islamoff, mechanic, and 
Charles Clavier, radio man, were in 
the tay cabin beside them. 

Speeches and compliments ceased, the 
propellers whirred, and with a roar 
the plane sped across the field gath- 
ering momentum, Faster and faster 
it went, but not fast enough. It-drew 
near the end of the runway and still 
the wheels refused to leave the ground. 
Crashing over a twenty-foot embank- 
ment it broke into flames that rose 
fifty feet into the air. 

Fonck and Curtin squirmed out of 
the cockpit to safety a few seconds 
before the blazing gasoline cut off all 
chance to escape. Clavier and Islam- 
off, probably thrown under piles of 
baggage and oil cans, were burned 
to death, peony after the crash had 
knocked them ‘unconscious. 


Byrd Crashed in Test Flight. 


Great confidence was felt in the 
prospects of Captain Byrd and Floyd 
Bennett, who last Summer achieved 
the distinction of being the first avia- 
tors to fly over the North Pole. With 
Lieutenant George O, Noville, who was 
to have been radio operator and alter- 
nate pilot for the Paris flight, and 
with Anthony H. G. Fokker, designer 
of the plane, at the controls, they 
took off from Teterboro Airport on 
the first trial flight late one afternoon 
less than a fortnight The fin- 
ishing touches on the plane had been 
completed only that morning. 

The America, as the ge was 
named, had been constructed by the 
Atlantic Aircraft Corporation, of which 
Mr. Fokker is President, at Hasbrouck 
Heights. Mr. Fokker decided upon a 
factory or trial test during the after- 
noon before formally turning over the 
machine to the America Transoceanic 
Company, and invited Byrd, Bennett 
and Noville to accompany him. 

Fokker's mechanics only partly filled 
the gas tank in the wing with gaso- 
line and put no fuel in the big gas 
tank in the fuselage, which was to 
have carried the greater part of the 
gas for the transatlantic flight. 

The America made a good take-off 
with a run of 8% seconds and soared 
alott without difficulty. Fokker kept 
her.in the air for forty minutes. . Then 
he banked down for a landing and 
circled the field twice with his engines 
cut off before alighting. 

After the plane struck the ground 
it ran less than fifty yards before 
the tail suddenly shot into the air and 
the big machine went over on its nose, 
turning a somersault and landing flat 
on its back.’

BENNETT SADDENED 
BY DEATH OF FRIEND 


Injured Flier Talks by Phone to 
Byrd of Davis Crash—Cheer- 
fal Despite Painful Hurts.

NO LESSON SEEN IN CRASH 





Experts Point Out That Mishaps 
to Paris Expeditions Can Be 
Laid to. No One. Cause. 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 26.—Official 
Washington was deeply shocked by 
the tragedy which this morning over- 
took Lieut. Commander Noel Davis 
and his pilot, Lieutenant Stanton H. 
Wooster, at Langley Field while mak- 
ing a heavy load test of the Amer- 
ican Legion, the giant new biplane 
in which they expected soon to at- 
tempt the flight from New York to 
Paris for the $25,000 Orteig prize. 

Little more than two weeks ago, 
when they had come to this city to 
have their navigational instruments 
installed, including the prized sextant 
over which Commander Davis had 
studied for more than a year, their 
machine was viewed by many officials 
and aviation experts, who admired it 
as a vehicle of wonderful possibilities. 

Commander. Davis displayed perfect 
confidence in its ability to render an 
extellent performance, teing especial- 
ly pleased with a flight from Bristol. 
Pa., the _second he had made in the 
biplane. 

Naval airmen who had been looking 
fo to an achievement’ in. trans- 
oceanic flying that would bring added 
renown to the navy, although the two 
fliers were on leave, were greatly dis- 
appointed by the crash. For the de- 
partment Secretary Wilbur this after- 
anew} expressed great sorrow at their 
oss. 


Wilbur Praises Davis. 


"We are extremely sorry,” he said. 
“Commander Davis was an exception- 


ally fine man and very enthusiasti: 
over. his flight to Paris.” 

Secretary Wilbur, recalling a visit 
from Commander Davis who told him 
of his plans,.said the flier thought he 
was in “a perfectly safe undertaking 
and was very anxious to go.” 

“He was a very fine officer,’’ added 
Mr. Wilbur. . 

Pointing to the fact that this was the 
fourth accident occurring in the last 
few days, the Secretary commented on 
the danger attending the loading of a 
plane to tne extreme limit of its power 
to lift and the hazards that then arose. 

“It has happened in the case of. the 
Foncl: plane; it happened in this. 
I can say nothing more than that we 
are extremely sorry, not only for the 
eof of the officers, but for the mis- 

ap.” 


Loss to American Aviation. 


Porter Adams, President of the Na- 
tional Aeronautic Association, under 
whose auspices Commander Davis and 
Lieutenant Wooster were making the 
proposed New York to Paris flight, 
said today: 

“In the tragic death of Lieutenant 
Commander Noel Davis and Lieuten-

ciation, American aviation has suf- 
fered the loss of two outstanding fig- 
ures. 

“Both Davis and Wooster were mem- 
bers of the National Aeronautic Asso- 
ciation and had contributed greatly in 
various ways to the development of 
the science of aeronautics. They lost 
their lives in a splendid and unselfish 
effort to be the first to carry the 
American flag through the air to 
France, an undertaking in its require- 
ments far greater than any conceiva- 
ble comparison with the ordinary use 
of aircraft.”’ 

Mr. Adams declared that a. flight 
from New York to Paris suc as was 
contemplated by Commander Davis, 
“places an excess requirement on man- 
power and material.” 

He said he was unable to escribe the 
cause of the accident at this time as 
this could only be accurately deter- 
mined after a more careful study of 
the circumstances than was possible 
at present with various conflicting 
versions of the accident being re- 
ported. 


No Lesson Seen by Experts. 


The opinion was expressed among 
flying experts here today that no def- 
inite lesson could be derived from the 
four recent accidents to transatlantic 
contenders as the accident in each case 
seemed to be caused by different fa- 
tors. 

In the case of Captain René Fonck, 
whose giant Sikorsky plane crashed at 
the outset of an attempted flight from 
New York to Paris last Autumn, re- 
sulting in the death of two members 
of the crew, experts are of the opinion 
that the accident was due to over- 
loading. 

It was pointed out, however, that the 
recent accident to Commander Byrd's 
plane was the result of an exactly op- 

osite condition, the plane not carry- 

ng a sufficient load. 

The still more recent accident to the 
Bellanca plane piloted by Clarence D. 
Chamberlin, when one landing wheel 
became useless during a flight last 
Sunday, was regarded as due to a 
mechanical oversight before the take- 
off.

Davis Owed Navy Career to His 
Gifts as a Mathematician— 
Laid Many Mines in War. 








HONOR MAN AT ANNAPOLIS 





Wooster, One of Ablest Pilots of Big 
Planes, at Cool and Skillful as 
His Superior in Crises. 





The navy has lost two of its ablest 
pilots in the deaths of Lieut. Com- 
mander Noel Davis and his pilot, 
Lieutenant Stanton Hall Wooster. ‘hey 
were two of the most popular men in 
the naval flying service, skillful, cool 
and unusually resourceful in an emer- 
gency. Their personalities were such 
that every one who came in contact 
with them liked them, and each had 
a host of friends. 

Commander Davis, in addition to be- 
ing an able flier, was a _ talented 
mathematician, and brought to his 
work in gunnery, navigation and fly- 
ing a keenly analytical and construc- 
tive mind. The present navy system 
of gun spotting was devised by him, 
he had recently perfected a new sex- 
tant for use in airplane navigation 
which was said to be even better than 
the Byrd sextant on which it was 
modeled, and he had solved a number 


the service. He laid the mine field 
north of Scotland during the war, the 
field which bottled up the German 
submarines, and swept it up later. He 
was the navy authority on mine-laying. 


Davis a Thorough Man. 


Davis was an unusually likable man. 
He was short and muscular, with a 
somewhat round face which broke into 
a slow smile when he was amused. 
He smiled often. He spoke deliberately 
and with precision, his plans were al- 
ways carefully made, and he backed 
them up with a searching mathema‘t- 
ical analysis before carrying them out. 
His tests had been made with great 
care and success up to the point where 
he was to make the critical flight with 
a full load. 

Commander Davis owed his navy 
career to his peculiar mastery of 
mathematics. He was born near 
Nephi, Utah, on Christmas Day, 1891, 
to which circumstance he owed his 
name. His grandfather was a gold 
miner who had lost his mine in the 
early struggles for possession of rich 
fields, and the family after that led 
a rather precarious life. Davis weut 
to school when he could and got as 
far as the first year in high school. 
Then he went to work as a cowboy, 
riding the range, repairing. fences, 
doing irrigation work, anything that 
came along.. When he was not work- 
ing he studied mathematics, books on 
which he carried in his, saddle bags 
on the range. There was nothing in 
algebra, geometry and a few higher 
branches of mathematics which the boy 
did not cram into his head and learn 
thoroughly. 


Won Place in the Navy. 


One day somebody asked him why 
he didn’t go to Annapolis and enter 
the Naval Academy. 

“What's that?” asked the plains 
boy. When he was told he went to 


Salt Lake City and took the examina- 
tions. He passed the tests in math- 
ematics with ease, but flunked in 
everything else. However, the exam- 
iners were so impressed with his abil- 
ity with figures that they let him 
erter, and Davis stood far up in his 
class at the end of the first year. 
That Summer he went to sea, and one 
day a turret gun jammed. When the 
officers were debating whether they 
had better take the top off the turret 
to lift the gun out and release its 
mechanism, Davis, the midshipman, 
said he thought he could release it.

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study law. so that he might be able to 
apply his knowledge of law to aviation. 
While at Boston he also took charge 
of the Naval Reserve flying field at 
Squantum and brought it to such a 
pitch of efficiency that when his leave 
was up he was appointed to take 
charge of all naval reserve flying, with 
headquarters at Washington. In this 
period also he began the development 
of the airplane sextant which bears his 
name. He worked on it at night, im- 
provising prisms and working out his 
problem mathematically and with the 
aid of a crude box, until he had solved 
it. The first one of the sextants to 
be built was to be used by him on the 
flight to Paris. The Navy Department 
has ordered a number of them. 

The idea otf flying to Paris from 
New York came to Davis last year 
when preparations were being made 
for the flight of the big Sikorsky with 
Captain René Fonck as pilot. The 
fact that the pilot and the motors 
were French aroused Davis to protest 
that American pilots and motors were 
competent to make a flight of such 


some change in the plans for that 
flight, as did others. Failing in this, 
he set to work to get backing for a 
flight of his own 1n an American plane, 
powered with American engines and 
piloted by Americans. 

He got support among wealthy men 
interested in aviation and the Key- 
stone Pathfinder plane was the re- 
sult. When he announced his plans 
a few months ago he said he was con- 
vinced the flight could be made in the 
plane he had selected, but that if he 
found it could. not be made he would 
not take off on what might be a fore- 
doomed failure. His plane was named 
the American Legion and was to have 
been the advance guard of the Legion 
in its advance on Paris this Summer 
for its convention. 

Commander Davis is survived by his 
mother, his widow and a baby son, 
Noel Jr. 


Wooster a Skillful Pilot. 


Lieutenant Wooster was one of the 
best pilots in big planes in the coun- 
try. He could land the heavy Amer- 
ican Legion with hardly a jar, and his 
take-offs were considered remarkable: 
With a load on, Wooster, when he had 


time, skimmed the ground with con- 
summate skill until he got flying speed 
with which to climb. He flew the 
plane a little oftener than Commander 
Davis, as Davis was frequently busy 
with calculations and his instruments. 

Wooster was a merry person, known 
as “Bob” to his friends, always laugh- 
ing except when his ship was in ques- 
tion or when he was examining some- 
thing on it. When there was work to 
do his eyes were like chilled steel in 
their intensity. They showed the cool, 
nonchalant courage with which Woos- 
ter met all his flying crises. There is 
no doubt that when Davis and Wooster 
went into the crash which killed them 
they faced it with perfect calm, even 
while fighting to regain control of 
their ship. 

Lieutenant Wooster was born in New 
Britain, Conn., in April, 1895. He weat. 
to Yale for one year and then to the 
Naval Academy, from which he was 
graduated in 1917. He served on the 
battleship Nebraska during the war, 
doing convoy duty, and in 1919 went 
to Pensacola for flying training. He 
had done a good deal of flying in 
heavy ships, which was one reason 
that Commander Davis selected him 

as his fellow-pilot on this flight. Woos- 
tor was a keen student of navigation 
problems and had a number of inven- 
tions to his credit on the service rec- 
ords.

BELLANCA PLANE 
TESTS SPEED TODAY 


Chamberlin, Who Saved Ship 
From Serious Injury on 
Sunday, Will Fly her. 








NO DELAY IN. PARIS HOP 





Bellanca to Confer With Levine on 
Pilot—Davis Tragedy Shocks 
Curtiss Field Fliers. 





The Bellanca airplane, which is to 
attempt the New York-to-Paris flight 


in about ten days, will-get:a speed test 
today, weather permitting. At the 
controls will be Clarence Chamberlin, 
whose skill in landing the plane safely 
at Mitchel Field last Sunday in spite 
of a crippled strut and useless wheel 
has created a demand for his selection 
to pilot her to France. 

The plane’s injured strut has been 
rebuilt and repairs of her wings and 
landing gear are complete. John 
Carisi, superintendent of construction, 
and Andrew Farini, mechanic, worked 
late into the night rebuilding the strut, 
which will be put in ‘place this morn- 
ing. The repair work was done under 
the supervision of G. M. Bellanca. 
The strut was rebuilt- at the Curtiss 
Airplane Factory at Garden City, L. I. 
Mr. Bellanca said yesterday that the 
Paris flight would not be delayed be- 
cause of the injuries to the plane on 
Sunday. This is. also due, to Cham- 
berlin’s skill, which prevented serious 
injury to the plane even as it probably 
saved ‘the lives of. the four persons 
aboard her at the time, 


' Confer Today on Pilot. 
Mr. Bellanca: réfused to say who 
would be her. pilot on. the Paris hop, 


but declared he would confer on that 
subject with Charles A. Levine, who 
is backing the proposed flight, today. 
Chamberlin himself said he had re- 
ceived no intimation as to whether or 
not he would be chosen. All the han- 
gar mechanics, howéver, seem eager 
to place bets that Chamberlin will be 
at the controls when .the start for 
France is made. 

The tragedy which. befell Comman- 
der Noel Davis in Virginia threw a

FINES APPLY TO COSTS 


Judge Accepts Plea, Overruling 
Prosecutor—Warns Against 
“Assaulting Our Police.”

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., April 26.—The 
ten Harvard students and the Harvard 
Square tobaccionist who were found 
guilty by Judge Arthur P. Stone in 
the District Court of disturbing the 
peace in the Harvard “‘riot’’ last Feb- 
ruary pleaded nolo contendere today 
in the Superior Criminal Court at East 
Cambridge before Judge David F. Dil- 
lon. All were placed on probation and 
the fines imposed by Judge Stone 
were remitted but charged up to them 
for court expenses. No mention was 
made of the jail sentences which 
Judge Stone imposed on five of the de- 
fendants. 

The names of the defendants, with 
the amounts they had to pay, are as 
follows: 

Arthur Clement, the tobacconist, $25; 
Edward J. Cunningham of Medford, 
Mass., $20; Arthur E. French Jr. of 
Winchester, Mass., $1; Horace W. 
Fuller of Milton, Mass., $25; William 
L. Grossman of New York City, $20; 
John H. MacCollom of Brookline, 
Mass., $20; John I. Shaw of Winetka, 
Ill., $25; Edwin H. Steiner of Far 
Rockaway, N. Y., $25; H. Russell 
Thayer of South Braintree, Mass., $25; 
Samuel Westheimer of St. Louis, $20; 
John K. Whiting Jr. of Brookline, 
Mass., $10. 

Each of the defendants was further 
required to give surety of $100 ‘‘to keep 
the peace and be of good behavior.’’ 

Acceptance of the pleas was opposed 
by District. Attorney Robert T. Bush- 
nell, who said that developments of 
the case during the past few days 
seemed to show an attempt on the 
part of the university authorities to 
force the resignation of several of the 
Cambridge police, which, he contended, 
was equivalent to an attempt to in- 
timidate Government witnesses. 

After asking if any of the policemen 
had been injured in the ‘riot,’ and 
being told that one officer was hurt 
by a student who was supposed to 
have been unconscious at the time and 
whe had been discharged, Judge Dillon 
said: 

“Young men, I want to say to you 
that you are being given an opportu- 
nity to go on probation and that one 
of the conditions will be that you will 
behave yourselves in an orderly man- 
ner. You will refrain from molesting 
policemen and as you grow up to pro- 
fessors you will refrain from attack-

PEKING, April 26.—The foreign diplo- 
mats have a hard time with the 


Chinese problem. ‘The immediate trou- 
ble is ignorance of the true nature of 
the Nationalist split. 
Is the split genuine with Kai- 
shek, just another war lord now dick- 
ering from an alliance with Sun Chuan- 
fang and soon to dicker with 
Tso-lin for eful control of Sout 
and North na, respectively? Or is 
the split a lightning rod to divert for- 
eign anger over the Nanking affair? 
Is the split due to the divergence of 
eeioces or to personal quarrels? The 
iplomats of five nations—America, 
Britain, Italy, France and Japan— 
chiefly concerned can not answer these 
pe gy rAd still worse, they answer 
em differently. 
Should they reach a joint answer and 
should the said answer be correct there 
remains three more harassing ques- 
tions—which group will win out in the 
South, the militarist, the moderate or 
the ultra-radical; what would be the 
attitude of the diplomats thereto, and 
least, and not least, what would the 


think about it? 

So the diplomats run’ true to form, 
they mark time and say nothing but 
send out feelers. An instance is the 
Peking dispatch to a New York rews- 
paper stating that the United States 
has withdrawn from the discussion of 
possible foreign action over the Nan- 
king affair. The American Legation 
officially informs THm New “YorK 
TIMES correspondent that this state- 
ment is incorrect and that that is a 
matter for Washington to decide. 


Britain for Time Limit, 


But it is no secret that Great Britain 
has been trying to put teeth in the form 
of a time limit or threat to blockade 
the Yangtse River into the proposed 
note of the foreign powers to Hankow, 
or that Italy is supporting Britain. 
Japan does not agree and France is 
supporting Japan. America is un- 
decided, but dislikes the idea of a 
blockade—especially a British blockade. 

The diplomats. will not admit -this. 
They say ‘‘we are in full agreement,”’ 
which seems to be a sort of diplomatic 
slogan since the great war. Maybe it 
is true at that—tney are fully agreed 
to wait and see. . 


Trouble Over Embassy Raid. 

Meanwhile the diplomats have got 
another trouble as the aftermath of the 
recent occasion when they really did 
agree in authorizing the Chinese to 
establish the hitherto unthinkable 
precedent of entering the sacrosanct 
legation quarter in raiding the Rus- 
sian Embassy. The Russians have 
mostly quit, whereupon the diplomats 
decided that the Russian Embassy is 
an ‘integral part of the quarter de- 
fenses’’ and captured it from the 
vacuum with a five-power corporal’s 


guard. 

To which the Chinese reply today 
with the suggestion—a month ago no 
less unthinkable than an armed in- 
vasion of the quarter—that they would 
like to guard the Russian section them- 
selves. The request will be refused, 
but it is an episode in. the meagre 
diplomatic success of upholding foreign 
prestige in China. Anyway, as pretty 
‘as prestige sounds, the Germans claim 
to be doing better busihess in China 
than before the war.

CHEN ASSERTS HANKOW 
WANTS FOREIGN TRADE 


Bat Statement Made to Oar Con- 
sul General Is Accepted With 
Reserve in Washington. 








Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 26.—The Chi- 
nese Government at Hankow has 
formally asked for continuance of for- 
eign trade within Southern Chinese 
territory in a‘ statement made by 
fugene Chen, its Foreign Minister, 
during a visit to him by Frank P. 
Lockhart, American Consul General 
at Hankow, and a deputation of Ameri- 
can business men. 

“On Saturday, April 23,° Mr. Lock- 
hart cabled today, “the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs received the American 
Consul General and a deputation of 
representative members of the Ameri- 
can business company in Hankow. 

“In reply to a specific question the 
Minister categorically denied the sug- 
gestion that it is or has ever been the 
policy of the Nationalist Government 
to destroy foreign trade in China. He 
pointed out that Dr. Sun Yat-sen had 
written a considerable book, in which 
it was insisted that foreign capital 
and assistance was necessary for the 
efficient development of China. This 
thesis continues to be an essential part 
of the economic thought of the Kuo- 
mintang and of its leaders and mem- 
bers, who are carrying on the work of 
government at Wuhan [Hankow]. 

“In reply to other questions the Min- 
ister for Foreign Affairs stated that it 
has been difficult to attempt an earlier 
settlement cf the special economic sit- 
uation in this region of the Yangtse 
Valley because the entire attention and 
energies of the Kuomintang and the 
Nationalist Government had been con- 
centrated during the past three months 
on the solution of a profoundly grave 
party issue. Now that this issue had 
been solved the Government and the 
party had been addressing themselves 
to the immediate settlement of the eco- 
nomic question, 

The Minister outlined the measures 
which are being taken to assist the 
restoration of conditions for the con- 
duct of foreign business and trade and 
he emphasized the fact that labor had 
resolved to impose on itself revolu- 
tionary discipline in order to carry out 
these measures of the Government. 

“A separate statement will be issued 
describing these measures in detail 
and such further action as may be 
necessary to bring about the imme- 
diate restoration of trade conditions 
within Nationalist territory.”’

BUT SEES HOPE FOR FUTURE 





Work In the Past Weeks, He De- 
clares, Has Demonstrated a Suc- 
cessful Conference Is Possible.

Special Cable to THs New YorKE TmvEs, 
GENEVA, April 26.—The Preparatory 
Disarmament Commission this after- 
noon completed the first reading of the 
tentative draft of the convention and 
adjourned to meet again about Nov. 1 
President Loudon in his final address 
asked that the exact date be left to 
his discretion. 
There must be a second session, he 
said, and there must be limitation or 
reduction of armaments which in the 
future will prevent carnage which the 
world. has known in the past. The 
second step, however, must not be 
taken tee sson, he thought, for it was 
necessary for the Governments to have 
time to weigh:the situation and re- 
fléect and discuss among themselves. 
It was also necessary that public opin- 
ion have time to weigh the situation 
and come to the assistance of the com- 
mission. 
M. Loudon in his discourse showed 
more determination to succeed than 
optimism. He was the subject of a 
nation which had for its motto ‘‘Never 
despair,’’ he said, and he continued: 
“Tt is not necessary to hope in order 
to undertake or to succeed in order to 
persevere.”’ 
The commission, M. Loudon said, 
reached the end of the first part of its 
work. The differences have been 
stated and the difficulties exposed. 
Public opinion has been prepared not 
to expect wonders, as the world politi- 
cal situation is not auspicious to the 
work which the committee has had in 
hand, he continued, adding that more 
political preparation would have done 
no harm. Covering up the naval dis- 
aster as much as possible, he said the 


in believing the conference had failed 
was excusable. 


Says It Prepares the Ground. 
While discussions have shown that 
at the present stage there is no pos- 
sibility of the adoption of any single 
text, the discussions, he pointed out 
at the same time, have shown what 
the situation is, and the Governments, 
after reading the minutes of the con- 
ference, can deliberate and converse 
among themselves and prepare the 
‘ground for a second reading of the 
text. 


In declaring that he believed he 
should not thank the members of the 
commission individually for their ef- 
forts, he felt he was speaking in the 
name of the commission if he extended 
thanks to the Hon. Hugh. Gibson, who 
by his personality, his open mind and 
his conciliatory attitude had facilitated 
the work of the committee. 
Count von Bernstorff, who addressed 
the press following the conclusion of 
the meeting, said the conference had 
been valuable because it had shown 
there was little zeal on the part of 
Governments for disarmament. No 
doubt public opinion was disappointed, 
as it expected real disarmament. Such 
disarmament was the object of the 
League, and the League would lose 
authority if it does no succeed, as the 
world -awaits security by disarmament. 
Until now, however, disarmament 
had played the réle of Cinderella, he 
said, and it was necessary for the 
Assembly. and public opinion to in- 
fluence Governments so that the com- 
mission can succec.. at the second 
reading. 


Bernstoff Is Optimistic. 
Asked by THE Nrw YORK TIMES cor- 
respondent if he was optimistic as 
to the eventual outcome of disarma- 
ment work, the German representa- 
tive said he was optimistic because 
failure would be disastrous to the 
League. 


Count von Bernstorff refused to say 
if he considered either the French or 
the British text offered real disarma- 
ment. He had exposed, he said, his 
Governmehtt’s idea of real disarma- 
ment; that it was necessary to reduce 
the -effeectives in reserves and in ser- 
vice war material and reserve ma- 
terial. This was not provided for by 
the agreements which have been 
reached to date. 

Asked if his Government would re- 
fuse to sign a corvention which did 
not comply to these four demands, 
Count von Bernstorff said that was 
the present attitude of Berlin, but he 
could not say whether there might be 
a change or not. 

On the question of Russian partici- 
pation, he expressed the hope that 
Moscow would be represented at the 
November meeting, and considered 
that if its participation depended upon 
a new invitation means should be 
found to meet this situation. 

As discouraging as the situation ap- 
pears, after a recapitulation of the 
past month’s work one must admit 
that fixing an approximate date for 
the next meeting places a star of hope 
in an otherwise black sky.

SKEPTICISM IN THE PRESS 


America Fails in High Aims, Says 
the Temps—Journal des Debats 
Suggests More Frankness.

PARIS, April-26.—President Coolidge’s 
exposition of American foreign policy 
does not get in Paris the reception its 
author must have desired for his proc- 
lamation that “the whole genius of 
America calls it to support the univer- 
sal rights of humanity.’’ The general 
French attitude toward the speech is 
that it is an ‘‘apologia.”’ 

Unfortunately Paris does not draw 
the same conclusions that Mr. Cool- 
idge does from the given premises of 
America’s performances. This does not 
imply any attempt to question Presi- 
dent Coolidge’s intentions, or his vera- 
city. It represents simply a question- 
ing of his judgment. Back of that 
failure to understand that we are not 
only altruistic, but completely so, lies 
a& very deep misconception which takes 
its roots in history and the making of 
nations. 

Europeans know that if their Gov- 
erments pursued toward Northern 
Africa, for example, or Egypt, or any 
other region} the policy which Amer- 
ica pursues toward Central America 
they would be guilty of imperialism. 
This leads them to the logical if mis- 
taken conclusion that we are following 
the same sort of program. Europe 
some time ago came to the conclusion 
that the United States was following 
a nationalistic icy, and even the 
words of our Chief Executive do not 
correct that impression. 


Interest in Views on Press. 


President Coolidge’s criticism of the 
opposition press arouses especial in- 
terest in a capital which has 102 
dailies, which exist mostly for the 
purpose of voicing every imaginable 


brand of criticism. Europe’s states- 
men would welcome readily that ideal- 
istic condition desired by the Amer- 
ican’ President, in which the Govern- 
ment would always be praised and 
never damned. But it is their frank 
opinion that this cannot be oodteined 
in modern times without resorting to 
the system which Mussolini has :cund 
so successful; methods to which it is 
not imagined on this side of the At- 
lantic that any American President 
would resort, even in a pre-Presiden- 
tial election year. 

It is not the general conception of 
Europeans that if a portion of the 
press criticizes the Government it is to 
be classified as working for foreign 
interests. That is sometimes the case, 
but generally not. Interest also at- 
taches here to that portion of the Pres- 
ident’s speech which commented on 
those who wished America to accept 
mandates in far-away Asia criticizing 
our efforts to maintain order in Cen- 
tral America. The French, who often 
are entirely too logical, construe this 
as being perilously close to a, declara- 
tion that we are trying to put our 
neighbors to the south on a mandate 
basis. 

Generally speaking, the European at- 
titude is that if the United States 
really believes it is capable of setting 
worlds aright it must admit that up to 
the present something must be wrong 
with its system, since it is not bring- 
ing conspicuous results. Of course, 
were America to say it is pursuing a 
Nationalist policy, and that success- 
fully, Europe would readily agree. In- 
deed, that might bring a beginning of 
understanding. 

Le Temps today thinks Mr. Coolidge’s 
speech showed that he had beem 
touched by American criticisms of his 
policies, and that he was seeking to 
protect his Administration and his 
party against the effect these criti- 
cisms might have politically, and that 
that was why he emphasized his purity 
of intentions. ‘‘Naturally, the Presi- 
dent of the United States desires to 
see the press of his country united in a 
desire to protect the interests of the 
nation,” it says. ‘But that should 
not exclude the right to criticize the 
acts of the Government when it pur- 
sues particular p under the 
cover of national interest. There are 
profound differences of opinion in 
America on the foreign policy of the 
Admit ion.

Hardly less bewildering than such 
catastrophes is the speed with which 
the American people rush to the res- 
cue, organize generous relief and make 
it almost seem as though such things 
could never have been. The American 
people are at their best on such crit- 
ical occasions. Then their voice is 
very clear. 

“Such quic *hy, such direct 
response in war. ‘ 4~wamadiate im- 
pulse needs no interpre. 
derstood at onec in all the rew. 
world. Since the war, indeed, mn... 
stricken countries have been cheered 
by the generous efforts of the Ameri- 
can people. There was deep distress in 
Austria and in the Balkans. There 
was famine in Soviet Russia, a cisas- 
trous earthquake in Japan. Every- 
where American aid was quickly on 
the spot, and it was given without 
stint. 

“On such occasions, distance means 
little. America is near, distinct and 
very intelligible. The glimpse is given 
of a stirring, forward-reaching people, 
eagerly confident, brimming over with 
vitality, splendidly content with its 
achievement. 


Voice of Foreign Policy ‘‘Muffled.” 


Then comes the other voice. that 
which seeks to expound America’s for- 
eign policy, and especially that of 
President Coolidge, the tones of which 
The London Times finds indistinct. 

“Then the veil falls,”’ the paper pro- 
ceeds, ‘“‘and America retires into her- 
s‘lf. She has another voice. The 
tones are muffled and indistinct. It 
is not always quite easy to under- 
stand, for all the most careful listen- 
ing, what some of the words that come 
from America really mean. They seem 
to need an elaborate interpretation 
and it is perplexing why that should 
be. Why all these pains to account 
for the alternative emergence and 
evanescence of America? 

“Every day at Washington the

“Tt makes it necessary to explain 
away some entangling maxims and the 
President has to pick his way care- 
fully between conventicle and big busi- 
ness. But, in effect, the principle of 
United States mandates for Central 
America has already been recognized 
in practice and is extended as occa- 
sion rises from Cuba and Panama to 
Nicaragua and perhaps further still. 

“Mexico, of course, presents a diffi- 
culty. Apart from its conflicts with 
the United States on questions of 
property, it seems occasionally to take 
sides against its Northern neighbor in 
some of the recurrent Central Amer- 
ican revolutions. But even Mexico is 
not altogether outside the scheme. 
Perhaps recent events in Albania have 
made those Central American affairs 
rather more intelligible in Europe. 

“But really only one question of 
rather curfous interest to Europe is 
raised by the progressive assertion of 
American control over the Caribbean 
Sea. What may now be called the 
mandatory power is not a member of 
the League of Nations. Several of the 
mandated territories are. In this there 
is a slight incongruity which perhaps 
has been already noted at Geneva.”’

The adoption of a budget for Colum- 
bia University for the fiscal year be- 
ginning on July 1, carrying an increase 
of $738,592.16 over the current year, 
was announced yesterday by President 
Nicholas Murray Butler. The total 
for next year is $12,020,550.52. The 
budget does not take into account cap- 
ital charges for new construction. 

The chief items of the increase, Pres- 
ident Butler revealed, are for the sal- 
aries of teachers and administrative 
officers now in service. It has been 
almost impossible, according to Dr. 
Butler, to consider any proposals for 
new appointments, 

Besides promotions carrying advances 
in salary, the salaries were advanced 
in the case of nine professors, six as- 
sociate professors, twenty-one assis- 
tant professors, nineteen instructors, 
four lecturers and seven administrative 
officers. 

Despite rigid economy, which has cut 
by $500,000 appropriations for schools 
and departments, there will be a de-

Loses Three Seats to Soclaliste— 


Communists Badily Beaten.

VIENNA, April 26.—Final returns of 

Sunday’s election give Chancellor 
Seipel’s anti-Socialist coalition ninety- 
four seats in the new Parliament, 
against the Socialists’ seventy-one. 
The anti-Socialists lost three seats, but 
retain a secure majority of twenty- 
three. 
Completed figures show very little 
change since the election of 1923. 
Probably the most noticeable is an in- 
crease of almost 10 per cent. in the 
number of voters. The Communists 
polled only 70,000 votes, a loss of 20,- 
000 in four years. They failed to win 
a seat in Parliament or elect any 
representatives in provincial city gov- 
ernments. 

The total vote of 3,607,856 recorded 
Sunday represents 90 per cent. of the 
lists, and more than half the popula- 
tion of Austria. This was an increase 
of 293,000 over the last vote, divided 
almost equally between Socialists and 
anti-Socialists. The anti-Socialist had 
58 per cent. of the votes, largely from 
the farmers and small burghers. 

Chancellor Seipel announced that the 
present Government probably would re- 
main in power without Cabinet 
changes or alteration of policies. 


SARI FEDAK FREED OF LIBEL. 


Hungarian Actress Denies In Court 
She Defamed Vilma Banky. 
BUDAPEST, April 26 (4).—Sari 
Fedak, the Hungarian actress, has 
been acquitted by the Budapest Court 


of the charge of defaming Vilma 
Banky, Hollywood film star. 

It was alleged that Mme. Fedak in 
an interview appearing in a Budapest 
newspaper described Mlle. Banky in 
very unflattering terms. 

Mme. Fedak denied having uttered 
the words attributed to her, saying 
that she had never even seen the film 
star, and the author of the ‘“‘inter- 
view” admitted having gotten the def- 
amatory passage from a third party 
and not from Mme. Fedak. Thereupon 
the Judge discharged the defendant. 

Mme. Fedak delighted the crowded 
court by her lively replies to the 
Judge’s questions. When asked if she 
was living with her husband, she ex- 
claimed heartily: ‘‘Thank Heaven, 
no.’”’ And she raised a smile by de- 
claring that, instead of being the pos- 
sessor of an immense fortune she 
owned only what she stood up in.

Special Cable to Tum New Yorx Times, 
PARIS, April 26.—The Paris divorce 
tribunal has pronounced the final de- 
cision in the case of Count and Count- 
ess Salmvon Hoogstraeten, which 
has been several times adjourned. The 
decree now entered on the court reg- 
isters gives the former Millicent Rog- 
ers the dissolution of marital bonds 
she demanded, while her husband’s 
counter-claim for legal separation was 
also successful and is duly made op- 
erative. 

This is rather unusual, both as re- 
gards the previous adjournment and 
the curious double decision whereby 
both parties gain their case. 

It is understood that the choice of 
the form of the husband’s counter- 
claim was dictated both by religious 
grounds (he is a Catholic) and by cer- 
tain material interests at stake. The 
judgment finally orders the ‘‘separa- 
tions de biens,’"’ or division of property 
whereby under French law neither 
party has any financial claim on the 
other. 

In her petition Countess Salm put 
forward her demand for divorce on the 
following grounds: 

“Count Salm has a difficult char- 
acter. Immediately after the marriage 
he came to settle in France and forced 
his wife continually to move from one 
place to another. Owing to this vaga- 
bond existence she never was able to 
enjoy the quiet home and family life 
to which she had aspired, and owing to 
these tribulations she became definite- 
ly estranged from her husband. The 
latter always neglected her, and she 
was obliged to appeal to her family. 

“Furthermore, the Count was inti- 
mate with other women. He used 
terms toward her which deeply wound- 
ed her, writing: ‘I wish to tell you 
that it is useless for you henceforth 
to correspond with me. The attitude 
you and your family adopt toward 
me is such that I ask myself how I 
lived so long with you. All is finished 
now and I desire never to see you 
again.’ ”’ 

In his counter-claim for legal sepa- 
ration Count Salm complains of his 
wife’s willful and despotic character, 
saying she tried to make him an utter 
nonentity, withdrew to her own apart- 
ments in a hotel and refused to 
cohabit with him again.

CITY FIREBOAT GIVES AID 





Captain and Crew Member of the 
Thomas Willet Among InjJured— 
Two Other Towns Send Help. 





A series of explosions of mysterious 
origin in the five-story brick building 
of the Universal Feed and Milling Com- 
pany, on River Road, West New York, 
N. J., started a fire early yesterday 
morning that swept the building, caus- 
ing damaged estimated at $500,000, in- 
juring four firemen, tying up traffic 
on the freight tracks of the West Shore 
Railroad and requiring the combined 
efforts of four municipal fire depart- 
ments for more than twelve hours be- 
fore it was conquered. 

The New York fireboat Thomas Wil- 
lett and three New York Central tugs 
fought the blaze from the river, while 
West New York, Guttenberg and Union 
City firemen directed high pressure 
streams from land. 

Shortly after 8:30 A. M., about five 
hours after the fire started, the south 
wall of a two-story power house con- 
necting the main building with an un- 
used brick building jutting into the 
river collapsed, injuring the four fire- 
men. 

The injured were Captain Francis X. 
Ryan and Fireman Frank of the 
Thomas Willett, and Firemen Edmund 
Whisten and John Connelly of the 
West New York Department.

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TEXT OF CONFESSION 


MRS. SNYDER MADE 


Statement Given After Murder 
Details Marital Quarrels 
and Plans for Crime. 








AVOWS HER LOVE FOR GRAY 





Says Husband Twice Threatened to 
‘Blow Her Brains Out’—Tells of 
Meetings With Paramour. 





The confession of Ruth Snyder, 
which was made part of the evidence 
yesterday at the trial of Mrs. Snyder 
and Henry Judd Gray for the murder 
of Albert Snyder, follows: 

“My name is Ruth May Snyder, and 
I want to make a full and truthful 
statement about the death of my hus- 
band, Albert Snyder, and I understand 
that anything I may say may be used 
against me. 

“IT reside at 9,327 Twenty-second 
Street, Queens Village, and I will be 
32 years of age on Sunday, March 27, 
1927. I was born at Morningside Ave- 
nue and 125th Street, New York City. 
My father’s name was Harry Brown 
and my mother’s name Josephine 
Brown. My mother was born in 
Sweden and my father in Norway. I 
am a graduate of a public school and 
of Wadleigh High School, New York 
City, and after my graduation I 
worked for the telephone company for 
@ year and a half and then took a sec- 
retarial course in Bird’s Business 
School. The last permanent position 
I had before I was married was with 
M. Russling Wood Company, Beaver 
Street, New York City, where I was 
employed as a stenographer. 


19 When She Met Husband. 

“I met my husband, Albert Snyder, 
while I was employed with the Cosmo- 
politan Magazine, which was the posi- 
tion I held before the one with M. 
Russling Wood. I was about 19 when 
I first met him and he was 32 then and 
was working for a motor magazine as 
an artist. I was married on July 24, 
1915, in the Bronx by a minister whose 
name I remember as Pastor Young. 
We first lived at 651 Fifty-first Street, 
Brooklyn, for about three years, and 
here’s where I was living when my 
daughter Lorraine was born on Nov. 
15, 1917. I then moved to 1,120 Woody- 
crest Avenue, Bronx, where I lived for 
about a year, and then we moved to 31 
Cantonbury Road, Jamaica, where we 
lived for about three years. We then 
moved to my present address and pur- 
chased the house in which we live, in 
the name of myself and my husband, 
for $11,500, with a $4,000 mortgage. 

“I began having difficulty with my 
husband almost immediately after our 
marriage. I was apparently too giddy 
and young for his years; while he was 
only 33 at the time, he was like a man 
of 50 to me. He was not companion- 
able to me at all. He took care of me 
and my daughter all right from a fi- 


and I met Mr. Gray quite frequently:

money which he gave me. 

“He had a position which he was 
holding on Saturday for about fifteen 
years and earned about $115 a week in 
addition to some sketching he did oc- 
casionally. He maintained a Buick 
seven-passenger car for us and clothed 
myself and daughter well. He never 
took me out, and that is why I had to 
seek the company of others. 


Introduced to Gray. 


"I had. girl friends and about two 
years ago I met Henry Judd Gray in 
the office of the Bien Jolie Corset 
Company at Thirty-fourth Street and 
Fifth Avenue. I was introduced to him 
by Mr. Folsom, whom I knew was 
connected with the stocking business, 


He was employed by the Bien Jolie 
Corset Company as a salesman and 
traveled quite a little. I think he had 
the territory of the best part of Penn- 
sylvania and parts of New York, Utica, 
Buffalo and Syracuse. When he would 
make a trip he would correspond with 
me and I would correspond with him. 
Of course my husband knew nothing 
of my relations with Mr. Gray. Mr. 
Gray is a slight built man about 135 
or 140 pounds, fair complexion, brown 
curly hair, clean shaven, wears glasses 
with the rims over the ears. He is 
American born. He lives at 37 Wayne 
Avenue, East Orange, N. J., and he is 
married and has a daughter of about 
10 or 11. 

“On a number of occasions we got 
@ room as Mr. and Mrs. Henry Judd 
Gray. The first time that I occupied 
@ room with him as Mrs. Gray, was 
at the Imperial Hotel in New York 
City, which was some time during the 
month of July, 1925. We went to the 
Imperial a few times, we did not like 
that, so then went to the Waldorf- 
Astoria. The first time we were at the 
Waldorf-Astoria was during the month 
of September, 1925, and from that time 
on, on numerous occasions Mr. Gray 
got a room at the Waldorf-Astoria. 
We always registered under the name 
of Mr. and Mrs. Gray. 


Visited Her Home. 


“He has been to my home at Queens 
Village a number of times. My mother 
lives with me at Queens Village and 
my daughter and my mother both 
knew Mr. Gray. Whenever we reg- 
istered at the hotel, I had a tan suit 
case which I have seen at the District 
Attorney’s office today. He came to 
my house when my husband would be 
away. 

“I was constantly being belittled by 
my husband. My husband and I had 
quarreled frequently and things be- 
came worse since we moved to Queens 
Village. He was constantly picking 
and nagging at me and I had gotten 
at that stage where I would take any 
means to get out of it all. I could 
not divorce him. Mr. Gray was the 
only one who would listen to my 
troubles. During the time that I have 
known Mr. Gray I have told him 
more and more of the trouble with my 
husband. 

“Things became unbearable and I 
was looking for a way out, and in 
talking with Mr. Gray a method was 
proposed whereby we were talking 
about getting rid of him, and finally 
things came to a climax, about two 
or three weeks ago when I had an 
other argument with my husband 
when my husband said he was going 
te blow my brains out and I wrote 
this to Mr. Gray. I wrote back to Mr. 
Gray after he had asked me in the 
letter whether I thought my husband 
would do it or not, that I certainly 
thought he would do anything in a fit 
of temper because he had an awful 





temper. Then Mr. Gray wrote back 
to me in a code which only we two 





understand, that it was better for Mr. 
Gray and I to get him (my husband) 
before he got me. 

Obtained Window Weight. 

“We discussed various ways of get- 
ting rid of my husband. We had 
talked about chloroform, but Mr. Gray 
said he didn’t know if that would be 
sufficient alone, and I met him on 
March 5, 1927, and he told me to take 
home a window weight; in case we 
were going to do anything, that was 
the way we were going to do it. I 
took home this window weight which 
I have seen at the District Attorney’s 
office today, attached to which is a 
tag, on which tag I have signed my 
name. 

“Since the 5th of March, Mr. Gray 
came to my house one evening. I am 
not clear on the dates and I don’t re- 
member exactly, but it was on a Mon- 
day night at about 11 o’clock. I think 
it was hailing. He came to Queens 
Village after he had given me this 
window weight, and he came out with 
the purpose of getting rid of my hus- 
band. It was understood between Mr. 
Gray and myself on that night that he 
was to hit my husband on the head 
with this window weight and stun him 
after he had gotten to sleep and then 
administer chloroform to him, but Mr. 
Gray and I both got cold feet that 
night and the two of us cried like 
babies and I said to him, ‘Go on home, 
you're not going to do it.’ Mr. Gray 
went home. The next day I got a 
letter from Mr. Gray from Buffalo, 
saying he was glad I sent him home. 

“On Saturday, March the 12th, 1927, 
I had a quarrel with my husband, in 
which he told me that I could either 
get to hell out or he would blow my 
brains out, and I wrote this in a letter 
to Mr. Gray. Mr. Gray then wrote back 
and asked me if I thought he would do 
it, and I said he would do anything in 
a fit of temper. 


“Going to Deliver Goods.” 


“Mr. Gray wrote a letter to me stat- 
ing that we were going to deliver goods 
Saturday, which I knew from my un- 
derstanding with Mr. Gray to mean 
that we were going to do the job of 
getting rid of my husband on Saturday, 
March the 19th. I received this let- 
ter sometime during the week of March 
the 14th, probably three or four days 
before the 19th, exactiy when I don’t 
remember, and I received another let- 
ter on Saturday morning, March the 
19th, which was a very formal letter 
from Mr. Gray, stating that he would 
be at my house on Saturday, March 
the 19th, about 11:30 P. M. for the 
purpose of getting rid of my husband, 
by going through with what we had 
planned, on Saturday, March 19th. 

““Myself and my husband and daugh- 
ter went to a friend’s house, named 
Fidgeon. I made it my business to 
see that the cellar door and the kitchen 
door would be unlocked. At the party 
at Fidgeon’s I was careful so that I 
wouldn’t drink too much intoxicating 
liquor and on one occasion suggested 
that they give my drink to my hus- 
band. We had been drinking ginger 
ale high balls at Fidgeon’s. 

‘‘My husband and daughter and I ar- 
rived home about 2 A. M. on Sunday 
morning, the 20th. My husband left 
my daughter and I out on the side- 
walk. We entered by the front door. 
As you enter our house through the 
front door you enter into a foyer. On 
one side of the building, on the first 
floor, is a living room and sun parlor; 
on the other side of the foyer is a din- 
ing room and kitchen and the stairway 
leading upstairs brings you into a hall. 
The bathroom is in the southeast cor- 
ner of the building in the rear, and the 
baby’s room is in the southwest corner. 


‘undressed and went to bed. After about 
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“I took the to her room and 
she undressed and I put her to bed. 
Before this, as I was to the 
baby’s room, I saw Mr. Gray in my 
mother’s room and I said: ‘I’ll see you 
in a little while.” My mother was not 
home since Tuesday, March 15, and 
Mr. Gray knew this before he came 
to the house, and we had arranged in 
our correspondence. that he was to go 
into my mother’s room and wait for 
me there. 


Walted Until Husband Slept. 


“After putting the baby to bed I went 
into my own room, in which we have 
twin beds, and I got undressed and 
went to bed. After I had been in bed 
for about ten minutes my husband got 


a half hour, when I was sure he was 
asleep I got up and went-into my 
mother’s room and told Mr. Gray my 


husband was asleep. When I went into 
my mother’s room Mr. Gray had the 
window weight which I had shown in 
the District Attorney’s office. I had 
brought the window weight up from 
the cellar that afternoon of March 19, 
1927, to have it all ready for Mr. Gray. 
These details were all arranged dur- 
ing the week in the correspondence 
between myself and Mr. Gray. We 
had arranged in the correspondence for 
Mr. Gray to get a bottle of chloroform 
and when. he went into my mother’s 
room he had the bottle of chloroform. 

“He had a regular 8-ounce medicine 
bottle with one and a half ounces of 
chloroform in it. He also had a piece 
of cheese cloth and cotton waste with 
him. In addition to that he had a blue 
cotton handkerchief and he put the 
waste in the cotton handkerchief and 
then poured the chloroform on the 
waste and cotton handkerchief. The 
original paper that was on the weight 
when I first received it from Mr. Gray 
was on it Saturday night. I left a 
quart of liquor for him on Saturday 

t 


“TI told him it was either my husband 
going or my going and after we had 
all the details arranged he kissed me 
and walked into my husband’s room. 
There were no lights in the house. He 
walked from me where I was standing 
in my mother’s bedroom into my own 
bedroom and I followed him into the 
hall. I stood in the hall between my 
mother’s door and our door and my 
mother’s door is only three feet from 
my room and my husband’s bed is at 
the door. 
Saw Gray Raise Weight. 

“In the darkness I could see Mr. 
Gray raise his arm, holding what I 
believed to be the weight in his hand 
and in the darkness the white paper 
around the weight stood out. I saw 
this weight in Mr. Gray’s hand start 
to travel and immediately heard a thud 
and my husband groaned twice after 
I heard the thud. I saw Mr. Gray tie 
my husband’s hands behind his back. 
I was able to see in the dark because 
there is a street arc light on the op- 
posite side of the street from our house 
which at all times during the night 
lights up my room so that you can see 
objects in it. 

“When Mr. Gray struck my husband 
he was lying on his left side. He tied 
his hands behind his back and put the 
blue handkerchief and the waste with 
the chloroform on it on the pillow and 
then turned my husband face down on 
the pillow so that the waste and blue 
handkerchief with the chloroform on 
it would cover his nose and mouth. He 
then covered his head with the blan- 
kets to make sure of suffocation. He 
then tied his feet. I’m quite sure that 
Mr. Gray then came out of the room 
and said to me, ‘I guess that’s it.’ 
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discovered that he 
blood stains on his 
back to my husband’s room and took 
one of my husband's new blue shirts; 
it had a silk stripe in it and he 
changed it in my mother’s room. We 
then went downstairs and took the 
weight and the shirt and the blood- 
stained paper down to the cellar and 
burned the shirt and the paper with 
the bloodstains on it in the furnace. 
We. then put the window weight, 
sprinkled with ashes, into the tool 
box, and then we came upstairs to the 
living room and sat there. 


Bound Wire Around Neck. 


“While we were sitting there he 
thought of binding his neck with the 
wire to make sure of everything. He 
took this piece of wire from his pocket. 
He had two pieces of wire when he 
came in; one was intended, I think, 
for the hands and the other for the 
feet. In the shuffle one piece of wire 
had gotten lost, so he took the piece 
that he had left and went upstairs and 
I went with him, and he put it around 
his throat to make sure of everything. 
He tightened it up with his fingers. 

“While Mr. Gray and I were in my 
mother’s room before he went into my 
husband’s room, we had planned that 
in order to avoid detection, to upset 
the house and throw the stuff in the 


like a burglary or robbery, and we 
planned that I was to tell the police 
that it was a robbery. 

“After we had disposed of the shirt 
and the paper around the weight, we 
then went back upstairs and emptied 
out all the drawers in all the rooms 
except my daughter’s room. After up- 
setting everything upstairs we then 
came downstairs and upset everything 
and then I took the wallet out of my 
husband’s pocket, which I had been 
shown at the District Attorney’s office 
and which I have marked with the 
initials R. M. B. on his identification 


card. I gave Mr. Gray the contents of 
gg wallet. I didn’t count how much 
was, 


He Left at Daybreak. 


“We sat in the living room and 
waited until almost daybreak, at which 
time he left and took a train for Syra- 
cuse. Before he left he tied my feet 


and my hands and I laid down on my 
mother’s bed, where I remained until 
about 3 o’clock, when I rolled out of 
the bed and crawled to my daughter’s 
door and awoke her and told her to 
get Mrs. Mulhauser. Mrs. Mulhauser 
came over first. Then the baby called 
Mr. Mullhauser and he came over and 
the police were notified for the sec- 
ond time. 

“TI told Mrs. Mulhauser and the police 
that I was aftacked by a man coming 
out of my mother’s room and fainted 
with fright. This was not the truth. 
I was asked about an Italian news- 
paper. That was part of the plan so 
as to make it appear that they were 
Italians who had come in and killed 
my husband and had bound and 
gagged me. 

“The pistol that was found on the 
floor belonged to my husband. It was 
put there by us as part of our plan 
to make it appear more like a robbery. 

“I was in love with Mr. Gray and 
Mr. Gray loved me, and if my husband 
hadn’t said that he would take my 
life we would not have thought of 
taking his life. But after talking it 
over a number of times with Mr. Gray 
we decided that the only way out of 
our difficulties was to take his life. 

“I make this statement of my own 
free will, without any fear or threat 
or promise, and knowing that any- 
thing I say may be used against me. 





“He and I then went downstairs.

Opinion Asserting Sacco 
Verdict Was Approved. — 
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Dean Pound of Harvard Is Among 
Petitioners to Gov. Fuller 
for an Inquiry. 








Special to The New York Times. 
BOSTON, April 26.—A reply to the 
article written by Professor John 
H, Wigmore, Dean of Northwest- 
ern University Law School, was pub- 
lished today by Professor Felix Frank- 
furter of Harvard Law School, in 
which he charges that Dean Wigmore 
could not have read with care the 
opinion of Judge Thayer on which his 
article is based. 

“Dean Wigmore’s article on the 
Sacco-Vanzetti case,’ said Professor 
Frankfurter, ‘‘aside from its vitupera- 
tion, consists of a series of allegations 
based presumably upon the official 
record of the court proceedings. I say 
without fear of contradiction that Dean 
Wigmore could not have read the rec- 
ord; could not have read with care 
the opinion of Judge Thayer, on which 
his own article is largely based; could 
not even have examined my little book, 
to which he refers as a longer pamph- 
let publication of my Atlantic article.” 
Taking Dean Wigmore’s charges of 
inaccuracy point by point, Professor 
T'rankfurter refers to specific pages in 
the official record in refutation. The 
points discussed by Professor Frank- 
furter are as follows: 

He quotes from Judge Thayer's opin- 
ion to show that the Judge actually 
made the stateinent that the verdict of 
guilty was approved by the Supreme 
Judicial Court of Massachusetts. 

He refers to specific pages of the 
original bill of exceptions in which ap- 
pears the testimony of the Deputy 
Sheriffs showing the methods of se- 
lection of the jury.

He states that the questions and 
answers quoted by Dean Wigmore 
from an alleged cross-examination of 
Sacco, regarding his telling lies at the 
time of his arrest, do not appear in 
the official record. He attacks Dean 
Wigmore’s defense of the cross-exam- 
ination concerning the radical opinions 
held by Sacco and Vanzetti, on the 
ground that their opinions had nothing 
to do with evidence relating to the 
crime of which they stood charged. 
And finally, Professor Frankfurter 
states that Dean Wigmore is ignorant 
of the fact that in Massachusetts the 
Supreme Court cannot pass on the 
be or innocence of Sacco and Van- 
zetti. 

Professor Frankfurter in the course 
of his reply, said:

ation of this confession, revising the 
wording, then reading it aloud and 
then signing the pages and writing the 
initial “‘R’’ after interlineations. This 
was on the afternoon of the day of the 
murder. Apparently her close associa- 
tion with the sympathetic assistant 
prosecutor disposed her to be friendly. 
When he handed her three letters, ask- 
ing if they were intended for her, she 
said: 

“Yes, 
them.”’ 

Mr. Daly promptly declined the invi- 
tation. According to his testimony, his 
reply was: 

“No, you go ahead and read them 
yourself.’”’ 

In similar fashion, Henry Judd Gray 
seemed to take arrest on the charge 
of murder as a social occasion, accord- 
ing to the testimony of Police Lieuten- 
ant McDermott. Gray was soon call- 
ing his captor ‘“‘Mac,’’ and ‘‘Mac’’ was 
calling him “Judd.” It was “Judd” 
and ‘‘Mac’”’ all through the conversa- 
tion in which Gray began to make the 
admissions which were soon developed 
into the complete story of the murder. 

Another touch of comic relief came 
out against the tragic background in 
the testimony of former Police Com- 
missioner McLaughlin. After a confes- 
sion had been wrung from Gray which 

. may send him to the electric chair, he 
was effusive in praise of the police. 

“I want to thank you personally,” 
said Gray to Commissioner McLaugh- 
lin, ‘for the courtesies which the New 
York Police Department has shown 
me,”’

Gray Stares Vacantly. 

Gray stared vacantly through his 
shell-rimmed glasses at a spot high up 
on the wall and remained rigidly mo- 
tionless while the case was being built 
mountain-high against him on the basis 
of his own confession. Once or twice 
he slowly changed his attitude, moving 
with the torpidity of a hibernating 
creature. He was exactly the opposite 
of the ‘live wire’ and the ‘‘peppy fel- 
low” which his neighbors and business 
friends described him to be. 
Mrs. Snyder was much calmer than 
the average spectator as her confession 
was being read. The color never de- 
serted her face, and she was appar- 
ently not roughed at all. Instead of 
going to pieces, she seems to be 
steadily improving in health and 
spirits. She had no tears, no expres- 
sion of self-pity. Only one thing dis- 
turbed her morale yesterday. Under 
redirect examination Lieutenant Mc- 


Dermott. told of a conversation with 
Samuel L, Miller, counsel for Gray, last 


Monday. 

‘Which way do you think the sym- 
pathy is going?” Miller asked. 

“Judging by the newspapers and 
what I hear, I think the sympathy is 
going with Gray,’’ McDermott replied. 
Mrs, pen rvs bit her lip and her eyes 
appeared to unfocus, as if that state- 
ment had badly jarred her nervous 
system. She soon recovered her com- 
posure. 

Mrs. Snyder gave a slight confirma- 


to Judd Gray to that effect. 
Indignant at Error. 


While she listened with outware | 


calm to all the major charges egainst | 
her, ghastly in their details, Mrs. Sny- | 


der was full of indignation when she 


caught the prosecution in a slight in- 
accuracy in a minor matter. Mr. Daly 
hed told how, after readiing aloud 
twelve pages of the stenographic 
transcript of her confession, she had 
asked to have the superfluous detail 
cut out and the confession shortened. 
Later there was some question about 
how many pages she had read before 
objecting. One of the prosecution 
counsel inadvertently described it as 
eighteen. Mrs. Snyder was instantly 
shaking her head, darting angry 
glances at the State array of lawyers 
~~ “telegraphing’’ to her own coun- 
sel, 

“Twelve,” corrected Dana Wallace, 
one of her lawyers. 

Mrs. Snyder nodded several times 
with a victorious air. Then she sat 
back and listened with entire repose 
to the story of the sashweight and 
the chloroform and of her alleged ear- 
lier attempts to kill-her husband. The 
detective said Gray told him that Mrs. 
Snyder has tried about six different 
times to murder her husband, saying 
specifically that she had adminis- 
tered a sleeping tablet to him and then 
disconnected a gas jet in his room. 


Plotters Got “‘Cold Feet.” 


One of the chief thrills for the court 
room related to the plot to kill Sny- 
der on March 5. Mr. McLaughlin 


said that Gray told him that 
March 5 turned out to be a cold and 
rainy day, sapping his resolution so 
that he could not go through with it. 
Mrs, Snyder’s confession said that all 
was set for the murder on March 5, 
but that they got ‘‘cold feet,” dropped 
the whole thing and ‘‘broke down and 
cried like babes.”’ 

There was a general, noisy sigh of 
relief throughout the court room over 
this good news. Carried away by the 
dramatic interest of the story, the 
hearers forgot themselves and en- 
joyed the illusion of a happy ending 
for a fraction of a second. Then a 
few lines later the confession launched 
into a description of the reconstruc- 
tion of the plot and its execution on 
March 20. 

The murder took place about 4 
A. M. on March 20. Lorraine Snyder, 
the nine-year-old daughter, gave the 
alarm shortly before 8 o’clock. The 
police were there a few minutes later. 
Although it was a Sunday, the crime 
was reported immediately to Police 
Commissioner McLaughlin. He ar- 
rived at the Snyder residence at 11:30. 
He told a vivid story yesterday of 
breaking down the fake burglary story 
first told by Mrs. Snyder and of her 
confession. He was questioned by

Her Original Version.

Shed Tears at News of Death. 


Mr. McLaughlin said when he in- | 
formed Mrs. Snyder that her husband | 
was dead “she shed a few tears for a 
minute or so.’ He then went home, 
he declared, returning at 8 P. M. 

“I went into the house,’’ he con-' 
tinued, ‘‘and saw the detectives ex- | 
amining the windows to see if they | 
could find where any entry to the 
house had been forced, and they stated 
they were unable to find any.” 

Mra. Snyder was then at the Jamaica 
Police Station and Commissioner Mc- 
Laughlin went there to ask her some 
More questions. The testimony con- 
tinued as follows: 


By Mr. McLaughlin: I asked her to again 
describe this individual that she had stated 
had seized her, and she gave practically the 
same description, a big rough-looking indi- 
vidual, apparently Italian, with a black mus- 
tache. I told her that we were unable to 
find that any property had been taken and 
that therefore we could find no reason to 
believe that it was a robbery or a burglary.

The 
testimony continued: 


By Mr. McLaughlin—I then asked her for 
the occupation of Mr. Keogh and she was 
unable to give me his occupation. She stated 
his business brought him in contact with 
police officials. I asked her if he was con- 
nected with the New York Police Depart- 
ment. She said no. ‘‘Well,’’ I said, ‘is he 
connected with the District Attorney’s office 
or the United States District Attorney’s 
office?’’

Prisoner Breaks Down. 


After an objection and a brief argu- 
ment the examination of Mr. Mc- 
Laughlin continued as follows: 


Q.—You sent for her? A.—I said—I told 
Lieutenant Smith to tell her to come in. 
I am not sure that it was Lieutenant Smith. 
It was Lieutenant Smith and one other 
patrolman, whose name for the moment I 
have forgotten. Mrs. Snyder came in. She 
had a handkerchief to her eyes; she stated 
to me that she had not told the truth, and 
that she now wanted to tell the truth. 

She expressed sorrow for keeping us there 
all those hours, and she stated that she 
could see that she was getting deeper and 
deeper in her answers to the questions that 
[ had been submitting, and the District 
Attorneys from time to time had submitted 
questions. 

I had in my hand a slip of paper on which 
there was written the name of H. J. Gray, 
37 Wayne Avenue, East Orange, N. J. That 
was based on the information which I had 
received from one of the detectives. And that 
was handed to her, and she said: ‘‘That is 
the party. Has he confessed?”’ 

I then directed your two associates, Mr, 
Thornton and Mr. Gautier, I think it is, to 
come in, and I asked her to tell the story, 
and she related that she was having diffi- 
culties with her husband over a period of 
nine or ten years; that she had been intro- 
duced to H. J. Gray by a friend in a res- 
taurant in New York—I believe it was 
Henry’s restaurant, That after that they 
had the most intimate relations, had ee on 
at hotels and registered as man and wife. 
That she had burdened Gray with her do- 
mestic troubles and they had talked it over 
from time to time, and decided that the 
only way out of it was to get rid of Sayder. 
That she had leét the door open the night 
that she went to this party so as to make 
it possible for Gray to get into the house. 
That when Mr. Snyder, the daughter and 
herself returned to the house, and her daugh- 
ter and herself proceeded upstairs, that she 
went by the room usually occupied by her 
mother and saw Gray there and spoke to 
him; that thereafter, immediately thereafter, 
she went into her own room, disrobed, and I 
believe she attended to the retirement of her 
daughter. That Mr. Snyder, the deceased, 
come up to the room, disrobed and retired; 
that she remained in the room for a period 
of time, leaving the room, observing when 
she left that her husband was fast asleep, 
= she expressed it, and then talked with 

ray. 

Gray Said, ‘‘Why Not Now?” 


She stated that Gray said, ‘‘Why not 
now?’ and he said, ‘Now is as g as 
any other time.” That is the substance of 
it. And she said, “If you go, I will go with 
you,’’ That Gray entered the room where 
Mr. Snyder was sleeping and struck him on 
the head with a sashweight, which he had 
delivered to her at a meeting with her about 
two weeks before that in the same restau- 
rant, I believe Henry’s. That she remained 
outside the room, but saw Gray strike her 
husband; that thereafter, immediately there- 
after, they went downstairs, Gray and her- 
self. That so as to give the impression that 
it was a burglary or a, robbery, they de- 
cided to upset the things in the house. They 
did that. 

I do not know whether before or after that 
she stated Gray had gone to the bathroom 
and washed his hands, and there noticed 
that he had bloodstains on his shirt, and 
that she arranged and got for him a shirt 
belonging to her deceased husband, which he 
put on. That they both of them went down- 
stairs to the furnace; that thereafter—— 

Q.—Did she say what they did at the fur- 
nace, Mr. McLaughlin? A.—I am not abso-

Had Couple of Drinks. 


The former Commissioner testified 
that they had gone upstairs, according 
to Mrs. Snyder, and had a couple of 
drinks. There was further argument, 
and then Mr. ae 8 continued : 


By Mr. McLaughlin—That. for the purpose 
of providing further evidence to show that it 
was a burgiary or robbery he tied her wrists 
and ankles; that he left, and that he had 

an 8:45 train to Syracuse. 

I asked her if she had a photograph of him 
at home. She said no; she did not have one 
at the house, but she said there was one ina 
grip at the hotel, the Waldorf-Astoria.

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according to Mr. McLaughlin. He 
lighted it and consented to repeat the 
confession which he had made on the 
train on the way down from Syracuse. 
The testimony continued as follows: 
Q.—Just tell us what he said or the sub- 
starmee of it! A.—He stated—the substance 
of that was that he had met Mrs. Snyder 
at Henry’s Restaurant about two years ago, 
that he had been introduced to her by a 
friend, that shortly thereafter they became 
intimate, they visited several hotels, that 
they had stopped many times at the Waldorf. 
That he had visited her home, knew her 
mother and knew her daughter. That she 
was a woman of great charm and that she 
had gotten control over him, and she had 
burdened him with her domestic troubles or 
told him of her domestic troubles, and they 
had decided to get rid of Mr. Snyder. He 
stated that he resisted for some time and 
he said that Mrs. Snyder herself had made 
a half a dozen attempts on her husband’s 
life: one time she gave him some sleeping 
powder and left the gas turned on, 


Lost Nerve on Rainy Day. 


Mr. McLaughlin said Gray declared 
he went to Queens on a day about two 
weeks before the murder “‘intent upon 
getting rid of Mr. Snyder,”’ but it was 
a rainy day, according to Gray, and 
“the walked around Queens for an hour 
or more and had lost his nerve.”’ 

Gray’s confession of the actual mur- 
der was then described by Mr. Mc- 
Laughlin, It corresponded with Mrs. 
Snyder’s except on one point. Mr. Mc- 
Laughlin said Gray told him that after 
he had struck Snyder with the window 
weight ‘‘Mrs. Snyder took up the 
weight and belabored Mr. Snyder with 
the window weight.” 

The examination continued: 


Q.—Did he say anything about having done 
anything with Mrs. Snyder before he left? 
A.—Before he left he had, as I have pre- 
viously stated, tied her ankles and her 
wrists so as to provide more evidence of & 
robbery or burglary; that he proceeded to 
the Boulevard, got a bus there, and went 
to Jamaica station, and there he engaged a 
taxicab and proceeded to Fifty-ninth Street 
and Broadway—I am not sure of the Broad- 
way, but I. believe it was Broadway—but it 
was Fifty-ninth Street anyway; took a sub- 
way down to Grand Central Station; had 
something to eat, I believe, and then took 
the 8:45 train to Syracuse. 

When he arrived at the hotel he tele- 
phoned to a friend of his—I think his name 
is Gray—and to have him come down to the 
hotel; made a dinner engagement with him; 
told him that he had gotten into some dif- 
ficulty down in Queens, and that he wanted 
some assistance. 

On the way up to Syracuse he said he 
threw a brief case from the train. What 
it contained I do not remember. He made 
reference to the fact that Mr. Snyder had 
some insurance, but I don’t remember what 
the details were that he related. 

The last question asked of Mr. Mc- 
Laughlin concerned the condition of 
Gray at this time. 

“Why,” said the witness, ‘‘I thought 
he had a remarkable memory and told 
a very coherent story in a _ good, 
straightforward manner.” 

Neither the Gray nor Snyder law- 
yers put any questions to the witness. 


Lieutenant McDermott Testifies. 


Another vivid story of the manner in 
which Henry Judd Gray’s carefully 
prepared alibi was wrecked was told 
by Police Lieutenant Michael McDer- 
mott, who took Gray in custody at 
Syracuse on March 21, the day after 
the murder. The Lieutenant told Gray 
on that day he was wanted for murder. 
The examination follows: 


Q.—And what did Gray say in reply? A.— 
Gray said that he had never left Syracuse 
from the time he regis there. 

. en what was said, McDermoit? 
A.—I asked him- when did he register, and 
where he came from. He stated that he had 
come from Rochester on the 18th of March, 
that he had left Rochester in the afternoon 
and registered at the Onondaga Hotel in 
Syracuse at about 8:15 P. M. 

Lieutenant McDermott then said 
Gray told him that on Saturday, March 
19, he had visited customers and 
friends, lunched with Haddon Gray, a 
friend; taken a walk, returned to the 
hotel, written some letters, notified the 
hotel office that he did not wish to 
” disturbed and retired about 7:30 


. M. 
On Sunday, March 20, Gray was de- 
clared to have said, he spent most of 


preparing to go to bed when the police 
arrived. 


Questioned More Closely. 


Lieutenant McDermott’s examination 
continued: 

Q.—Then what, {f anything, did you do, 
McDermott? questioned him more 
closely as to his movements, pointed out to 
him that from about 3:30 on Saturday to 
about 4 P. M. on Sunday he was not able 
to give us the name of any person whom we 
could go to and interview as to his move- 
ments during that time; that his movements 
prior thereto and after that did show people 
who we could speak to and telephone calls 
which we could confirm, 

Q.—Was any further conversation had in 
the police station at that time? A.—Yes: I 
asked him if he knew Mrs, Snyder. He said 
that he did. I asked him when he last saw 
her. He said that he thought it was about 
the second week in February. I asked him 
it he had telephoned to her, He said he 
had telephoned to her home on Thursday 
evening from Rochester March 17. 


‘Denies Giving Third Degree. 


On cross-examination Lieutenant Mc- 
Dermott denied that he and his asso- 
ciates had given Gray any kind of 
third degree, although he said they 
had questioned him very closely for 
several hours. At intervals, he said, 


however, they brought up general 
topics and an air of good-fellowship 
and camaraderie hung over the little 
party which came down in the train 
from Syracuse to New York. At one 
time, Lieutenant McDermott -said he 
suddenly changed the topic ahd ad- 
dressed Gray, saying: 

“Do you know, Judd, that we have 
the contents of the wastepaper basket 
in the hotel room?” 

The prisoner did not answer for 
about a minute. Finally he said to his 
custodian: 

‘“‘Mac, what was in the basket? What 
did you find in the basket?” 

McDermott refused to say. Gray sud- 
denly began to confess when the train 
reached Poughkeepsie, according to 
McDermott. The examination on this 
point follows: 

Q.—And then at Poughkeepsie Gray, with- 
out any further questions, voluntarily, of his 
own free will, opened up and told you the 
story? A.—No, I will qualify that answer, 
as far as I can remember, by saying that 
after or during the questioning by Mr. Thorn- 
ton, I said to Gray, during a pause by Mr. 
Thornton: ‘‘Do you know, Judd, that we 
have the Pullman ticket that you went back 
on?’ And ] do not think he made any an- 
Swer, and there was a lapse. We were all 
watching him, and after a short time he 
said: ‘‘Well, gentlemen, I was at that house 
that night.’”’ 

William J. Millard, on cross-examina- 
tion, brought out the fact that McDer- 
mott had said that he did not think 
Gray knew what it was all about. 
McDermott denied that he had told 
Samuel L. Miller of counsel for Gray 
that the prisoner seemed to be hazy in 
his mind at the time of his arrest. 
Miller took the stand and testified that 
McDermott had made this statement. 
From the importance attached to this 
by Gray’s lawyers, it seemed to be 
considered as evidence of value, if 
Gray decides to put in an insanity de- 
fense. 

The purchase of the sash weight used 
in the killing was established by wit- 
nesses from Kingston.

ROANOKE, Va., April 26 (4).—Walter 
Boothe still clung tenaciously to life 
tonight after nearly 130 hours, his inert 
lungs had been forced to take in life- 
giving oxygen by a group of friends, 
administering artificial respiration. 
But doctors shook their heads and ut- 
tered warnings. Already the eighteen- 
year-old farm boy had lived far beyond 
the time they allotted to him. Late 
yesterday they said he could not last 
through he night. 

Since noon on Thursday Boothe has 
lain with arms, legs and lungs par- 
alyzed. The attack came as he was 
about to undergo an operation for a 
dislocated vertebra, the result of an 
automobile accident last May. 
Immediately loyal friends were sum- 
moned to his aid and a desperate 
fight, with odds against them, began. 
Working in shifts they have raised and 
lowered the boy’s arms in a cease- 
less rhythm, literaly forcing the lungs 
to breathe. 

Boothe seemed ‘‘brighter’’ today, at- 
tendants said, but they refused to spec- 
ulate on how much longer he might 
hold on. 

He smiled several times and seemed 
better able to bear the constant rais- 
ing and lowering of his arms. 

Several times he asked questions 
about his home and his family. 

His father and mother, Mr. and Mrs. 
H. T. Boothe of Haymakerstown, are 
constantly at his bedside. They are 
bearing the strain with great fortitude, 
but do not believe that their son will 
be able to survive. 


DRY AGENTS’ SCHOOL

The Government Service Institute, 
advertised as a school for prospective 
prohibition agents, opened last night at 
56 West Forty-fifth Street.

RALLY BRINGS VICTORY 





Takes Major General Haskell Belt 
After Bitter 15-Round Clash 
at 102d Medical Armory.

Charley Donovan today is the welter- 
weight champion of the, New York 
State National Guard. He stands thus 
crowned as a result of his brilliant vic- 


tory over Nick Palmer in the fifteen- 
round star bout at the 102d Medical 
Regiment Armory last night. By win- 
ning last night. Donovan was the re- 
cipient of the Major Gen. William Has- 
kell belt, which is emblematic of the 
army championship in the welter di- 
vision. The bout was seen by-5,000. 

Donovan, who is enrolled in the 102d 
Medical Regiment, gained the award 
over Palmer, who is from the Four- 
teenth Infantry, only after one of the 
most bitter struggles ever seen in an 
armory. The home outfit lad encoun- 
tered rough going throughout the con- 
test, and won only by a rally in the 
last seven rounds. The fight was 
Palmer’s first over the fifteen-round 
route, and it was his inability to pace 
himself as well as Donovan did that 
cost him the verdict. 


Palmer Carries Fight. 


Palmer was the aggressor, carrying 
the fight to Donovan at all stages. He 
was strong and aggressive, and was 
possessed of remarkable stamina. His 
advances, however, gained’ him little, 
inasmuch as Donovan, who was by far 
the superior in point of cleverness, met 
the Fourteenth Infantry boxer’s rushes 
with sharp lefts and rights at every 
opportunity. 

Donovan won eight rounds, Palmer 
four and three were even. The decision 
of the judges, Arthur Gerson and 
Frank Daley, and of the referee, 
Tommy Connelly, was unanimous. 

The boys started off at a fast pace, 
and alternated in taking the, opening 
rounds. Donovan took the first, Pal- 
mer the second, while the third and 
fourth were even. The fifth was Dono- 
van’s and the next Palmer’s. 

The sixth session was the greatest 
round of the vicious battle. Each 
fighter was dropped for a count in 
this round. After a torrid two minutes 
of slugging and boxing, Palmer caught 
Donovan with a hard right to the jaw 
and dropped the 102d boxer for a count 
of nine. Upon arising Donovan boxed 
craftily and'led Palmer to lower his 
guard. Quick as lightning Donovan 

t fly a slashing right to the chin and 
sent Palmer to the canvas. The latter 
was on his back at the count of six, 
but was saved by the bell. 


Donovan Drops Palmer. 


Donovan tore after his rival in the 
seventh, but made no headway toward 
knocking Palmer out. The succeeding

PAULINO SUSPENDED 
BY NEW YORK BOARD 


Basque Is Put Under Ban in the 
State for Failure to Box Keeley 
_ in Boston Last Month. 


Paulino, the Basque tree trimmer, 
was suspended by the State Athletic 
Commission here yesterday, in concur- 
rence with similar action taken by the 
Massachusetts Boxing Commission. 
He will remain suspended until he ad- 
justs some difficulties with the Boston 
authorities. 


The alleged offense is the failure of 
Paulino to fulfill a contract to box Ed 
Keeley in Boston last April 19 for Pro- 
moter Eddie Mack. Mack complained 
to his State boxing board that Paulino 
dodged this battle to preserve himself 
for a more lucrative bout with Jack 
Delaney set for June 22. But the local 
authorities ruled this bout out last 
week by barring Delaney from boxing 
heavyweights until he has eliminated 
all contenders in his own light-heavy- 
weight division. The suspension of 
Paulino here yesterday removed any 
faint hope which might have existed 
for the staging of this match, 

The action of the commission came 
as another blow to the rather extensive 
outdoor plans of Promoter Tex Rickard 
with respect to heavyweight activity. 
Whether the situation will clear in 
time to permit Paulino to box here on 
June 22, remains to be seen. Paulino’s 
manager announced that an appeal will 
be made to the commission on Friday 
for the removal of the Spaniard’s sus- 
pension.

An autograph score of ‘‘Das Rhein- 
gold,” said to be the only Wagnerian 
opéra score. ever sold at auction and 
the only one owned in America,. was 
sold for $15,400 last night at the Amer- 
ican: Art Galleries. The buyer was Dr. 
A. S. W. Rosenbach, dealer. Who the 
eventful owner will be could, not be 
learned last night. 

The manuscript is the only. orches- 
tral score of ‘“‘Das Rheingold’ in ex- 
istence, and is believed to be the only 
score of a Wagnerian opera outside a 
museum.. There are said to .be few 
Wagner manuscripts of any length in 
private hands. 

There were four stages in the growth 
of “Das Rheingold,” the first. of the 
tetralogy of ‘Der Ring des Nibelungen.”’ 
First Wagner; wrote down the: motifs. 
This manuscript is unknown. Then 
came the coniposition sketch, consist- 
ing of voice parts, with brief’ orches- 
tral indications. This manuscript is in 
the possession. of. the Wesendonk fam- 
ily, Wagner’s.friends and benefactors. 

The third manuscript—the dne, sold 
last night—is the instrumental sketch 
of ‘‘Particella,”. with the composer’s 


corrections, -containing-the full score 
with libretto. The fourth manuscript, 
the. fina] “clean copy without. correc- 
tions ready for the printer, was in the 
possession. of King Ludwig II of 
Bavaria, but is now missing. 

Wagner spent a year composing the 
opera. -It was begun in November, 
1853. In a lettef of that period he 
wrote: “Be it a demon or a genius 
who dominates us in our hours of

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THE PRESS AND THE COURTS. 

What is the duty of the press in 
regard to publication of court proceed- 
ings?, Certain intentional and glaring 
improprieties committed by a few 
journals are avoided by the respon- 
gible members of the profession; but 
often the line of conduct and the lim- 
its of proper respect for the courts 
are doubtful. There has been no 
@greement among most of the courts, 
some of whose Judges and other of- 
ficers have been the main causes of 
the offenses ascribed to the news- 
papers. In some public debates on 
the subject opinions have been uttered 
inconsistent with the freedom of the 
Press. Prohibitive legislation, such 
as was adopted in regard to the re- 
Port of certain cases by the English 
Parliament last year, is neither desir- 
able nor necessary here. AS THE 
Times said the other day, “If clear 
* and proper rules about publicity can 
*be laid down by the -courts, there 
“can be no doubt that reputable news- 
bal Papers will make every reasonable 
® endeavor to comply with them.” 

In The American Bar Association 
Journal, Mr. ANDREW R. SHERRIFF of 
Chicago, Chairman of the association's 
Committee on © Cooperation Between 
the Press and the Bar—the name in- 
@icates the right way of regulating the 
matter—writes that “the committee 
“has in view the preparation of a full 
“report with an appendix in the 
*nature of a simple statement or 
* codification of principles such as 
“Tum Times describes * * * to be 
“derived from standard decisions and 
“other authoritative sources.” That 
book will be well thumbed in the 
library of every careful and honest 
Mewspaper. The decisions of Judge 
O’Dunne of the Baltimore Criminal 
Court on test. cases of contempt 
against two -newspapers that had 
taken in court and published photo- 
gtaphs in a murder trial were sus- 
tained by the Maryland Court of Ap- 
Ppeals. The legal question was doubt- 
ful. At the cost of a day’s jail sen- 
tence and the cost of a considerable 
fine, a service of great value was 
Gone by these Baltimore editors; and 
now, Judge O’DUNNE says, “the press 
“and the courts are working in per- 
“fect harmony in this community.” 

That happy condition may prevail in 
all communities, and it will be reached, 
as Mr. SHERRIFF says, “through clari- 
* fication, through constant assertion 
“and exercise of the principles in- 
“volved in the relations between the 
“newspapers and the courts.” Judge 
O’Dunne’s decision in the conviction 
of the Chief of the Detective Depart- 
ment for giving an interview on the 
evidence in a pending criminal case 
was sent by the committee, with his 
other contempt decisions, to various 
courts and public officers, Presidents 
of bar associations and editors in the 
forty largest cities. Without seeking 
to evade any proper responsibility, 
gerious newspapers are justified in 
saying that they are not the primary 
culprits. Hear Mr, SHERRIFF: 

“The presiding Judge has the power 
of almost complete control of the 
output, if he is aware of his power 
and wishes to exercise it. Police of- 
ficers, detectives, prosecutors and 
defending attorneys have the privi- 
lege of silence, which would stop 
the flow from them. — 

(On the other hand, Mr. Suerrirr 
inculpates the newspapers for violat- 
ing the secrecy of jury deliberations 
by publishing reports of the ‘conduct 
ond opinions of jurymen; ‘violations 
“{snored. by the Judges”; and he 
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proposes a rule to preserve the privacy | made 





of juries and to punish for contempt 
any ‘infraction of the rule. ‘In course 
of time, we may have a collection of 
“clear and proper rules,” the codified 
ethics of thé relations of press and 
court. But we. must not expect too 
mtch at first. The rules: must be 
largely a growth, not a.creation; and 
they will always be subject to Change 
after trial and ‘error. 

HUMOR ACROSS THE SEA, 

In President CooLipce’s address on 
Monday evening he referred to the 
mischief which newspapers may do. by 
railing accusations against foreign na- 
tions. He said that “ constant criticism 
“and  misrepresentation of foreign 
“people” by the American press create 
dislike and suspicion, ‘and often. pro- 
duce abroad “a+ rankling bitterness.” 
In this there is undoubted truth, but 
the President did not mention certain 
aspects of the matter which tend to 
lessen its seriousness. There is, to 
begin with, a well understood habit 
of “discounting” violent exchanges 
between the newspapers ‘of various 
countries. That sort of thing is wisely 
set down in many cases as @ mere 
conventional form of expression which 
means little. When an Arizona editor 
warns MUSSOLINI that he is going too 
far along the road of tyranny, it does 
not signify much more than did the 
historic congratulations extended. to 
BIsMARCK by a North Dakota editor 
for having. taken his advice in the 
previous issue of his weekly paper. 
And in the same way the extrava- 
gances in which English and French 
journals sometimes indulge respecting 
American social and political affairs 
aré@ not taken here by the discreet at 
the foot of the letter. There fs a cer- 
tain artificiality about the thing which 
does not deceive any but the unwary. 

The situation is also often mitigated 
by a due international sense of humor. 
People smile at each other across the 
sea even while they make verbal at- 
tacks. It can hardly be, for example, 
that the grotesque exaggerations of an 
anti-English spirit by Mayor THomp- 
SON of Chicago can really mislead 
Englishmen, His fine roistering asser- 
tion that his election caused a panic in 
London and led to the doubling of the 
Horse Guards would be laughed at 
just as heartily in London as in Chi- 
cago,. In fact, ‘Big BILL ”" with his 
big blustering about King Gerorce is 
very likely to become a familiar and 
amusing figure in the British news- 
papers. Along similar lines of humor- 
ous treatment of alleged misunder- 
standings, is the hearty invitation ex- 
tended by Lord Dersy to Senator 
Borau to make a visit to England so 
as to discover that the people there 
are not really “ogres.” This attempt 
at an international’ pleasantry rather 
missed fire, owing to a somewhat de- 
ficient sense of humor in Senator 
Boran. He solemnly replied that he had 
never classed Englishmen as ogres, 
and wished that he might be able to 
meet them in order to soothe their 
troubled minds by giving them that 
assurance, 

Probably not enough account has 
been made of this solvent of inter- 
national good nature. Different races 
are not so ignorant of each other as 
some people think. They know how 
to make allowances for jocosity. Sav- 
age things may be said with such an 
air of whimsicality as to disarm 
resentment. Without questioning the 
ill effects of bad language of the 
hasty and ill-informed nature to which 
President Coo.ipGE referred, it may be 
said that nations are coming better to 
understand each other, even when they 
are joking across the sea, and that 
“ancient humor” may sometimes do 
as much to solve a crisis as can 
diplomacy. 





THE LANGLEY FIELD DISASTER. 

The list of fine young officers who 
have lost their lives in the aviation 
service is already so long that the 
sacrifice would not be endurable unless 
it held promise of great usefulness to 
mankind. In twenty years the flying 
machine has developed from a toy 
to a ship of the air. It has brought 
nations together. The old means of 
transportation continue to claim their 
victims as well as aviation, Steamships 
founder, trains are wrecked. Lieut. 
Commander Noget Davis and Lieu- 
tenant STANTON H. Wooster, who 
were killed in Virginia yesterday when 
their plane fell, or made a bad land- 
ing, after getting into the air at Lang- 
ley Field, died in the cause of com- 
mercial aviation. It was a tragedy of 
peace, not of war. 

Exactly what happened may never 
be known. According to one account, 
a tree was in the path of the plane 
after it left the ground, and to avoid 
the obstruction her pilot made a turn 
away and then, realizing that he was 
not in full control of the machine, de- 
cided to attempt a landing. There is 
disagreement about whether it fell or 
went into a glide and ‘struck the 
ground without a violent. shock. But 
the spot was swampy, or so full of 
water that the heavy machine sank 
into it nose first. Davis and Wooster 
were carried down with the fuselage, 
drowning or suffocating from ‘gas 
fumes. Whatever the nature of the 
landing, it was a forced landing, and 
as the machine with its load weighed 
more than 17,000 pounds the two 
officers were unable to jump to safety.

FLOOD CONTROL. 

Water from thirty-one States, com- 
prising about 40 per cent. of the 
country’s total area, makes the Missis- 
sippi mightiest of. our streams and at 
intervals transforms it from.a boon 
into an evil to . farmers who till sixteen 
million acres of the finest bottom 
land. The snows of the North melted 
just as rains were pouring their waters 
into the Ohio and other tributaries 
already swollen by Spring~ freshets, 
with the result of the highest; if not 
the most disastrous, flood thus far 
recorded. 

For two centuries engineers have 
battled te hold the Mississippi in leash. 
De La Tocr, the.French. engineer 
who laid out New Orleans, began the 
first levee in 1717. Since then the 
system has grown until now it has a 
length of 1,840 miles. About 450,000, - 
000 cubic yards of earth have been 
piled up to make artificial banks—the 
levees of the main Mississippi system 
alone. The last estimate for the com- 
plete system, exclusive of vast earth- 
works for tributaries, calls for 510,- 
000,000 cubic yards. No doubt that 
estimate will be revised upward, if 
we may judge from the past. The 
floods of 1913, 1919 and 1922 suc- 
cessively surpassed.one another. Ac- 
cordingly, levees grew in massiveness 
and height. So vast is the area by 
which the Mississippi is fed, so for- 
tuitous the meteorological circum- 
stances with which the engineer must 
reckon, that it is impossible to estab- 
lish the level of the flow of a theo- 
retically maximum flood. He is not 
justified in recommending expendi- 
tures to meet fanciful conditions. He 
can only build higher and better than 
before. 

The problem of Mississippi flood 
control is stupendous and _ baffling. 
Even the building of the Panama 
Canal, that triumph of army engineer- 
ing, presented difficulties no more for- 
midable. At some points the levees 
have recently had to cope with a flow 
roughly estimated at 3,000,000 cubic 
feet a second, a press of waters equal 
to that of a dozen Niagaras, and an 
increase of. mnore than 50 per cent. in 
sixty years. 

The levee system of protection will 
again be subjected to criticism. Old 
arguments in favor of reservoirs, re- 
forestation and diversion of excess 
water will be resurrected. The reser- 
voir advocates must be told that a 
catch basin at Cairo, fifteen feet deep, 
would have an area almost equal to 
that of Massachusetts, would cost at 
least $1,000,000,000, and would have 
no appreciable effect on the height of 
flood water at Vicksburg or New Or- 
leans. Pleas for reforestation—sound 
for other reasons—must be silenced 
by the fact that the worst flood in 
the history of St. Louis occurred in 
1844, before the woodsman’s axe had 
begun its work of denudation. Those 
who argue for diverting channels must 
reckon with the cost of what are vir- 
tually artificial rivers, which must in 
turn be protected by levees. 

Ever since the great survey made by 
HumpureEY and Assottr in 1875 there 
has been no departure from the Goy- 
ernment’s policy nor any difference of 
competent opinion on the best method 
of protecting the Mississippi Valley. 
The levee system is the only one that 
Cceserves serious consideration. It is 
not perfect, because engineers must 
reckon with too many variables, must 
be guided solely by precedent, and 
must inevitably find it impossible to 
establish that factor of safety which 
usually characterizes a well-designed

“When he was here two years ago, 
Mr. DwicHTt Morrow, in presiding at a 
dinner in his honor, made ‘an observa- 
tion which should be kept in mind in 
our judgment of others’as well as of 
ourselves. “* Both Cuba and the United 
States,” he said; have the right to be 
“judged by. the. standard that they 
“each set up and by the effort they 
“make to reach that standard.” Na- 
tions, like individuals, should be judged 
not alone by what they are but most 
of all by what they most earnestly de- 
sire to, become. The objective condi- 
tions, ae they are seen in Cuba, do not 
furnish the sole or the best basis for 
our judgment. The aspirations and 
honest endeavors revealed should also 
enter into that judgment. 

Whether or not the constitutional 
term of President. MacHapo is pro- 
longed beyond the four-year period for 
which he was elected, as is proposed 
in the constitutional reform bill, two 
years more of such rigorous integrity 
and public industry as he has ex- 
hibited should see Cuba long strides 
on the way to the position which she 
wishes to deserve among the nations— 
and. an even closer friend of the 
United States, which has helped might- 
ily to lead her toward that estate. 
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TEAMWORK ON TRANSIT. 

To the various efforts now under 
way to solve the city’s transit problem 
there are no less than six parties in 
interest. The Transit Commission, a 
State agency, is charged with the 
duty of preparing a unification plan, 
and has retained Mr. UNTERMYER to 
help draft it. Without the consent of 
the Board of Estimate no plan can be 
put into effect. The Board of Trans- 
portation, another city body, is hard 
at work building new subways, and is 
especially concerned just now with 
securing popular approval of the 
$300,000,000 debt limit extension re- 
cently submitted by the Legislature. 

Controller Berry, who does not 
always see eye to eye with Mayor 
WALKER on subway matters, has re- 
tained an engineer to make a special 
study of the transit problem, and Mr. 
SMiTuH’s report should serve both as a 
check on the work of the Board of 
Transportation and a recommendation 
to the Transit Commission and the 
Board of Estimate, The companies 
enter the negotiations bewailing the 
five-cent fare imposed by the dual 
contracts. but fortified by stipulations 
in those contracts favorable to them 
in other respects. The public, really 
the party of the first part in all this, 
is represented by the boards and offi- 
cials already named, and in addition 
by the various business and civic as- 
sociations which have been at work on 
plans for transit relief. 

No wonder that Mr. UNTERMYER, 
stopping off at Monaco on his way 
home, remarked to a 'TIMEs correspon- 
dent that ‘without whole-hearted, 
“unreserved cooperation between the 
“various city and State authorities 
“this effort will go the way of its well- 
“intentioned but futile predecessors.” 
To bring these six groups into line will 
require both leadership and teamwork. 
Mr, UNTERMYER’S move, right at the 
outset, for a conference with the 
Board of Estimate, is manifestly the 
proper one. The time has long gone 
by. when. the Transit Commission 
could, even if it would, attempt to im- 
pose on the city a unification plan of 
its own regardless of the wishes of 
the city’s duly elected officials. Let 
us hope that the .ime has passed for 
demagogic appeals to popular prejudice 
against the operating companies. 
Their experience has left them a bit 
gun-shy, but they long ago signified 
their willingness to sit down with the 
officials on the side of the public to 
discuss a fair revision of the terms of 
the dual contracts. The hearings 
about to be held should pave the way 
for conferences. around the table 
where the whole problem can be lifted 
out of embittered controversy and 
brougut to a solution.

in for playing with formulas. Stand- 


ing armies; army reserves, war sup- 
plies, basic resources, guns, ships, 
airplanes, gas, have been debated in 
@ mathematical whirlwind; and fre- 
quently mathematics has been rein- 
forced. with metaphysics. 

It is impossible to follow the intrica- 
cies of the debate. But the difficulties 
are illustrated by the prolonged battle 
over the French conception of armed 
strength as challenged by Great. Brit- 
ain-and Germany. The French case 
has stressed the total resources of a 
nation. The end in view.is obvious. 
If France is invited to consider her 
own army of, say, half a million men, 
as compared with Germany’s 100,000 
men, and to practice curtailment ac- 
cordingly, she would reply that Ger- 
many’s military strength is not. at all 
represented by her standing army. 
Germany has 25,000,000 more people 
than France, a superior economic 
organization, a more advantageous 
geographical position, &c. Against 
such ultimate advantages France 
should be granted the initial advan- 
tage of a much bigger standing army. 
Carried to the logical extreme, the 
smaller the resources of a nation 
the larger should be its effective 
armament, 

It is against this state of mind that 
Lord Cecin would invoke the educa- 
tional pressure of public opinion. He 
is justified in his optimism to the 
extent that public sentiment has com- 
pelled the Preparatory Commission to 
keep at its work in the face of re- 
peated deadlocks. The agreement to 
be drafted will not deal with reserves 
or war materials, to Germany’s great 
dissatisfaction. It will not, against 
the caveat of the United States and 
Italy, provide for the supervision of 
arms limitation. It will not prescribe 
a limitation. of military expenditure, 
though it does provide for publicity of 
military budgets. But, if public opin- 
ion speaks out clearly, the experts 
will find that impossible figures be-

A SIMPLE REQUEST FOR GENIUS. 

In the address of RospertT EDMOND 
‘Jones at Yale University Theatre 
there was shrewd appraisal of the 
drama today, sharp definition of its 
needs and a terrific demand on the 
young aspirants who sat listening. His 
keen criticisms must have wounded 
their most cherished ambitions in a 
vital spot. With a pointed sentence 
or two he thrust right through the 
brittle, shining shell of wit tha‘ clothes 
the popular play. “ Playwrights of 
“today know how to say, with aston- 
“ishing brilliancy, what they have to 
‘ say. But what have they to say?” 

Students who want to become play- 
wrights survey what is going on what 
time they are not delving ‘nto the 
classic drama. They learn the rules, 
make graphs of dramatic action, are 
lost in admiration of the French mas- 
ters and marvel at the ancient Greeks. 
Once in a while they take an evening 
off to inspect a New York success. 
Then, as likely as not, their class- 
room theories are upset. In any one 
of a half dozen or more amusing plays 
visible this past season they might 
have seen a sparkling, adroit, deftly 
played wisp which had nothing to com- 
mend it but its manner. Of course, 
not all of these bright and hollow 
ornaments lived to accumulate months 
and profits. Some of them survived 
for onlv a few weeks. But even the 
failures were admired by a limited 
number because they were in the 
mode. They tinkled smartly. Their 
thin gloss had to be bright enough 
to conceal their emptiness by dazzling 
the eye of the beholder. 
group of writers, constantly increased 
by new ones who also have little to 
say but can say it well, has appeared. 

Perhaps it is well that Mr. JoNges 
admonished the undergraduate play- 
wrights to beware of the fascinations 
of the overly clever. He is gen rous 
when he says that they are being 
swamped by their own ability. The 
implication that ihey overlook their 
own fine human depths in their con- 
centration of polishing an epigtam is 
kind. Some of them perhaps wil 
never have a thought beyond devis- 
ing ingenious speeches for. artificial 
characters.

From the provinces complaints are 
heard that taxes on silks, velvets and 
felts are so heavy that the picturesque 
costumes of Brittany and the Vendée 
are beyond the purses of the peasants. 
In Paris prices are so high that it is 
said ready-to-wear clothes are having 
an unprecedented sale; the ordinary 
Parisian can no longer afford to go to 
the tailor for suits, or the couturiéres 
for dresses. Who knows but that the 
young man who recently startled 
the Bourse by promenading in knee 
breeches was trying out a new style as 
an economy measure? 

If the French take up with ready- 
made clothing they will no doubt find 
that garments turned out in large 
quantities can be purchased very 
cheaply.

dence, that this result was brought 
about in large part by deliberate ex- 
ploitation of the anti-radical passions 
dominant at the time. That the con- 
duct of the trial in’ many respects 
violated the first principles of justice, 
and that in denying a new trial when 
new evidence of a most vital and sub- 
stantial nature was offered, Judge 
Thayer failed to live up to the duty of 
a. just and impartial judge. 

I am, of course, not unmindful of the 
fact that the Supreme Court of Massa- 
chusetts, when appeal was made to it, 
refused to order.a new trial, but, un- 
like our Court of Appeals, the Massa- 
chusetts Supreme Court is limited to 
an extremely narrow range in dealing 
with such an appeal, and its failure to 
reverse Judge Thayer’s decision shows 
nothing as to the inherent merits of 
the question. This has been made par- 
ticularly clear in the authoritative and 
conclusive letter written to THE TimEs 
by Mr. C. C. Burlingham of the New 
York Bar. 

After THe Times article and Profes- 
sor Frankfurter’s book, there would be 
little point in my attempting to pre- 
sent in a brief space the merits of the 
case. But it is pertinent for me to say 
a few words about the reason why I 
had not earlier informed myself about 
it—a reason that doubtless accounts 
for a like indifference on the part of 
thousands of others. 
years I took it for granted that the 
outcry about the Sacco and Vanzetti 
case was but an instance of anti-cap- 
italist prejudice. and socialist propa- 
ganda, It did not seem to me possible 
that. these humble, ignorant, unim- 
portant radical agitators could have 
been made the victims. of this particu- 
lar kind of injustice—of being hounded 
to death on a charge of highway mur- 
der for money, for which there was 
no substantial foundation. But this 
is exactly what happened; and in addi- 
tion to my indignation and horror at 
the injustice, I feel profound regret, as 
a thorough believer in the right of 
property and as an ardent opponent of 
socialism, at the injury that will be 
done to the conservative cause by the 
consummation of this judicial outrage. 

Governor Fuller has it in his power to 
avert that consummation. The excel- 
lent proposal has been made and urged 
upon him that (to use the words of The 
Boston Herald) he should “call to his 
aid a commission of the highest intelli- 
gence and character to make an inde- 
pendent investigation in his behalf,’’ in 
the light of whose. conclusions as to 
the actual merits of the case he could 
determine whether’ or not justice de- 
manded that these men should be 
pardoned. 

Let it be remembered that here is no 
question of degree; no subtlety as to 
the character of :-t or motive. These 
men are either guilty of the murder 
with which they are charged or are as 
innocent of any connection with it as 
the Governor himself, and a survey 
of the facts leads not only to a rea- 
sonable doubt that they are guilty, but 
to something very near a certainty 
that they are innocent. Let us hope 
that the fair fame of Massachusetts 
will not be marred by this stain! Let 
us hope that, even before Governor 
Fuller arrives at his decision, many 
members of the Massachusetts Bar will 
stand forth, like worthy successors of 
John Adams, to assert the claims of 
justice, as he did when, with splendid 
moral courage, he undertook the de- 
fense of British soldiers unjustly 
charged with murder in the Boston 
Massacre. William G. Thompson, one 
of the foremost’ of Boston’s lawyers, 
has acted as volunteer and unpaid 
counsel in the later stages of the case; 
there must be many others who, if 
thoroughly conversant with the facts, 


would be glad to give the weight of 
their names to the prevention of an act 
which would be at once a hideous in- 
justice to the two ‘victims, a stain —_ 
the name of Massachusetts and 
calamity in its effects throughout the 
world.

PARIS, April, 26.—Aristide Briand, 
who at present holds office as Minis- 
ter. of Foreign Affairg in the Poincaré 
Cabinet, will tomorrow celebrate the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of his éntry 
into the French Parliament, 

During that quarter of a century 


he has been Premier nine times, hold- 
ing that office in all gix years, three 
months and twenty-three days. Just 
@ver half of his Parliamentary life he 
has sat on the Ministerial front bench 
in charge of some department of state. 

When first elected a Deputy, on April 
27, 1902, he was 41 years old and was 
regarded as a wild and dangerous So- 
cialist. His first speeches in the Cham- 
ber, however, and his first actions soon 
quieted any alarm as to his Parlia- 
mentary course. He: astonished the 
Chamber when he spoke on such con- 
troversial subjects as the miners’ 
strike and the s tion. of Church 
and State by hig moderation and con- 
cillatory manner and his constant ef- 
forts to pacify old quarrels and oppo- 
nents. 

His Premierships always have oc- 
curred, during critical times in the his- 
tory of the country. In 1910, during 
his first Premeriship, a general strike 
of railway workers broke out, and was 
settled dramatically by calling up the 
railway men to the colors. 

During his second and third Minis- 
tries the three-year military service 
law was passed. Then came the war. 
During the worst period of the Verdun 
and Somme battles and the campaign 
in the Near East M. Briand was the 
head of the Government. 

Since the war his whole political ef- 
fort hag been directed toward perma- 
nent peace, and Locarno was, in many 
ways, the climax of many years of 
work. Duri that negotiation and 
afterward M. Briand’s critics frequent- 
ly reproached him with being mystical, 
and one day when his alleged mys- 
ticism was in discussion Premier Poin- 
caré’s opinion was asked 

“Perhaps he is a mystic,” was the 
reply, ‘‘but he is so intelligent that he 
always knows when it is time to stop.’

At Mr, Nugent’s bedside at his death 
were his wife, his stepson, Paul, and 
Charles H. Gallagher of Trenton, an 
old friend of Mr. Nugent. 

Mr, Nugent had been at the hospital 
here since Nov. 29 last. In March he 
returned to his home, but suffered a 
relapse and was brought back to the 
hospital, 

A week ago Mr. Nugent underwent 
an operation for intestinal toxemia. 
He was reported to.be.doing..well un- 
til yesterday morning, when he suf- 
fered a relapse. Members of the fam- 
ily were summoned to Trenton and 
with Mr. Gallagher they kept a cease- 
joes. vigil throughout last night and 

ay. 


Long “Big Boss’’ of New Jersey, 


James R. Nugent was for more than 
twenty years the “big boss’? of the 
Democratic Party in New Jersey and 
by virtue of that position exercised 
considerable influence In national poli- 
tics as well. For the greater part of 
his career he was the recognized 
leader of his party in Essex County 
and it was not until 1925 when he went 
down to defeat in an election for City 
Commissioner of Newark that his sway 
was definitely brought to an end. For 
several years previous hig hold on the 
party had been weakening but the de- 
feat at the polls in his own territory 
practically terminated his régime as a 
dominant factor in Democratic polities. 

Mr. Nugent wag born in ewark, 
July 26, 1864. His father was in the 
leather business. Mr, Nugent received 
his early education in the parochial 
schools of Newark and after being 
graduated from St. Benedict’s fish 
School attended Seton Hall Colle 
from which he was graduated in 1 
He studied law and was admitted to 
the bar in 1893. He soon became ac- 
tive in politics as a district worker and 
his abilities brought him to. the atten- 
tion of the leaders. His rise was rapid 
and in 1903 he became leader of the 
Democrats of Essex County. He held 
that post until 1925. 


He Attacked Wilson. 


Mr. Nugent, who was a leader in the 
movement to elect Woodrow Wilson 
Governor of New Jersey, later came 
into national prominence as an ardent 
opponent of Mr. Wilson. In 1911, when 


Mr. Wilson was already being looked 


upon as the standard bearer of the 
Democratic Party in the coming Presi- 
dential elections, Mr. Nugent raised a 
storm by referring to Mr. Wilson as a 
‘iar and an ingrate.”’ 

He made the attack in a restaurant 
at Avon, N. J., during a birthday party 
and the remarks ained wide circula- 
tlon. Mr. Nugent had already engaged 
in political strife with Mr. Wilson dur- 
ing the previous Winter and jt was 
said that the reason for his opposition 
was that Mr. Wilson had succeeded in 
having the New Jersey Legislature 
pass certain measures extremely dis- 
tasteful to the old-time bosses of the 
party. 

The furare aroused by Mr. Nugent’s 
remarks started an agitation that 
ended with the calling of a meeting 
of the Democratic State Committee, 
of which he was at that time Chair- 
man, The meeting was a stormy one 
but the efforts of the pro-Wilson fac- 
tion to oust him prevailed and Mr. 
Nugent was deposed. 

Some time later the leader made a 
statement in which he said that his 
remarks in the restaurant had not been 
intended in a serious spirit and that 
they had been intended only for those 
present at the time. 

At various times after this, however, 
both Mr, Wilson and Mr. Nugent came 
into combat again, Shortly after Mr. 
Wilson had leveled an attack against 
former United States Senator James 
Smith, Nugent’s associate, who died a 
short time ago, Mr. Wilson sent a let- 
ter to the officials of Newark criticiz- 
ing conditions of government. there, 
which observers at that time believed 
was a blow at Nugent. 

Mr. Nugent survived the assaults 
made upon him and held tenaciously 
to his position as leader of the party. 
He continued to play an important 
part in campaigns and in 1920 was 
chosen by the New Jersey Democrats 
to represent them on the resolutions 
committee at the Democratic National 
Convention in San Francisco. Mr, Nu- 
gent, an ardent adversary of prohi- 
bition made it known that he would 
fight for a ‘‘wet plank in the party 
platform and that he favored the 
candidacy of United States Senator 
Edward I. Edwards who at that time 
was Governor of the State, for the 
Democratic nomination for President. 
During the convention his wet activi- 
ties brought him into conflict with 
William Jennings Bryan. 


Held On in Newark. 


-From 1920 on, Mr. Nugent's influence 
gradually lessened as the political star 
of Frank L. Hague of Jersey City rose. 
While Mr. Nugent commenced to lose 
some of his dominance in.State affairs, 
however, he continued to hold the reins 
in Newark. 

In January, 1922, his political prestige 
received a serious blow when the New 
Jersey State Senate refused to confirm 
hig nomination by Governor Edwards 
@s prosecutor of Essex County. An- 
nouncement of his nomination by Mr. 
Edwards had provoked a spirited cam- 
paign against him by the dry forces, 
who claimed that Mr. Nugent’s wet 
view would mitigate against his exer- 
cising the duties of the office prop- 
erly. In December of that year as 
Mr. Nugent’s influence continued to 
wane, Frank Hague’s rising impor- 
tance was marked by his selection as 
Democratic National "Combaitteeman. 

In 1924 he received another setback 
when New Jersey delegates to thé 
Democratic National Convention in 
New York refused to support his can- 
didacy for member of.the Resolutions 
Committee. Then in 1925. came his de- 
feat when he ran for City Commis- 
sioner of Newark, tinting sixth ina 
field of sixteen who were seeking elec- 
tion to five vacancies. Soon after the 
election he resigned as leader of the 
Essex County Democrats, and from 


that time on played little part in poli- 


tics.

J, CURTIS, IMPRESARIO, DIES 


Was the Founder of the Philadel- 
phia Operatic Society.

PHILADELPHIA, April 26.-—John 
Curtis, founder of the Philadelphia Op- | i 
eratic Society and one of the first pro- 
ducers of opera in English in this 
country, died of bronchitis today at his 
home in Narberth, a Philadelphia sub- 
urb, after an illness of ten days, He 
was born here fifty-nine years ago 

After founding the society in 1906 Mr, 
Curtis produced thirty operas in Bng- 
lish in this city. He wag the author of 
“One Hundred Years of Opera in Phila- 
delphia” and of a play entitled “A 
Strenuous Courtship,’’ which was pro- 
duced by Klaw & Erlanger. He also 
wrote librettos for several large specta- 
cles, among them ‘“‘Louisiana,’’ pro- 
duced at the St. Louis Exposition; ‘‘Po- 
cahontas,” at the Jamestown Exposi- 
tion, and the “Carnival of Venice,”’ 
presented in Europe and in Portland, 
Ore. 


When he had served as President of 
the society for eight years Mr. Curtis 
formed the Behrens Opera Club in 1914 
and he was its head until its activities 
were suspended by the World War.

FAMOUS GRUBSTAKER DIES. 


Jacob Goetz One of Four Who Helped 
Find a $36,000,000 Mine. 
SPOKANE, Wash., Apr. 26 (@®.— 
Jacob (Dutch Jake) Goetz, who helped 
to grubstake the man whose burro 
kicked over a rock and unearthed a 
$36,000,000 silver ond lead mine, died 
here last night. Harry Baer, his part- 
ner, now is the only living member 
of an odd quartet which figured in 
one of the greatest mining ventures 

in the history of Idaho. 

The partnership began forty-six 
years ago when Goetz and Baer ro 
joined forces in their hunt for riches, 
Four years later they staked Nate 
Kellogg, partner of Phil O’Rourke. 
One day Kellogg who happened to be 
using O’Rourke’s burro saw the ani- 
mal kick and overturn a rock. A 
rich vein of silver and lead was re- 
vealed. 

Since it was Partner O’Rourke’s 
burro, O’Rourke was by all the rules 
of the game cntitied to a share of 
the mine, and since the Fee 
made it possible for. him and Kellogg 
to have the burro, Goetz and Baer 
also were entitled to shares. So the 
mine was split fou> ways. 

The burro was sent away to a life 
of ease. The mine has paid more than 
$36,000,000 in dividends. 


VETERAN UNDERTAKER DIES. 


Ohio Man in 68 Years’ Service Had 
Burled 9,000 Persons.

Opposes Extension of Society. 


The Tammany leader made it clear 
that he was personally strongly op- 
posed to the recent proposal by former 
Justice Robert L. Luce to extend the 
Tammany Society—the social wing. of 
Tammany Hall—to other localities. The 
Tammany Society at.a recent meeting, 
not attended by Mr. Olvany, took a 
favorable view of the proposal. . Mr. 
Olvany left no.doubt that his own view 
on the subject’ was the prevailing one 
within the Tammany organization. 

“I was never consulted regarding the 
proposal,” he said. ‘‘The introducer 
just pulled the resolution out of his 
pocket :and put it in without asking 
anybody about it in advance. Nothing 
of the kind is desired, least of all at 
a time such as the present. Inevitably, 
such a proposal would. be open to mis- 
construction. 

“The Tammany Society is not a po- 
litical organization. For the hundred 
years and more of its existence it has 
been consistently a fraternal, benevo- 
lent, patriotic society. And like Tam- 
many Hall, it has always been local in 
character, and it is going to remain so. 
Why, we do not even take in people 
from our own State outside of the City 
of New York.” 


Smith Returns to Albany. 
Governor Smith left his suite at the 
Biltmore at 4 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon and boarded a train for Albany, 
where a great mass of correspondence 
and a lot.of administrative work is 


awaiting him. He is expected back in 
this city early next month. He ‘is 
scheduled to make an address with 
Mayor Walker at-the annual conven- 
tion of District Grand Lodge 1 of the 
Independent Order of B'nai B'rith; a 
Jewish fraternal organization. Before 
departing the Governor said he had 
nothing of news interest»to commu- 
nicate to reporters. 

W. 8. Copeland, editor and publisher 
9! The Newport News Press, who is 
looked upon as.the dean of Southern 
journalism, said yesterday at the Wal- 
dorf that he thought Governor Smith 
would. be “elected if the Democratic 
National Convention should nominate 
him. He was less optimistic with re- 
gard to the prospect of his being 
named for the Presidency. 

“There is no doubt,”’ Mr. Copeland 
said, ‘‘that Governor Smith if nomi- 
nated would get the electoral vote of 
Virginia, my own State, and all -he 
other States in what we tall the solid 
South. I think he could be elected. 1 
would like to see him elected for two 
reasons. First, I think he would be a 
good President, and in the second 
place because I think that his Admin- 
istration would do more than anything 
else could to rid the country of a fear 
which hash grown into a fetich—the 
fear of Catholic rule.”’ 

Amazed by Change in the South. 

Mr. Copeland said he had been 
amazed at the change in the Southern 
outlook on certain public questions in 
the ten years since this country en- 
tered the World War. 

“The South in adopting prohibition 
and in ratifying the Eighteenth 
Amendment, and more recently in its 
opposition to Governor Smith on the 
ground of his religious faith, has gone 
back on principles that had become 
traditions and at one time were re- 
garded as sacred enough by men in the 
South to go to war for,’’ Mr. Copeland 
said. “The question of whether human 
slavery should be perpetuated was only 
one of many causes leading up to the 
Civil War’ and .not the most. impor- 
tant. It was in defense of local self- 
government and States’ rights that the 
South seceded, the very shies that is 
set at naught by the Eighteenth 
Amendment.”’ 

United States Senator William. £&. 
Borah of Idaho, in an interview pub- 
lished in The Brooklyn Daily Bagle, is 
quoted as telling friends that in his 
opinion President Coolidge. and Gover- 
nor Smith will be named, respectively.

HOPES DEMOGRATS 
WILL MRETIN MIAMI 


F. D. Shutts, Publisher, Declares 
City Will Raise More Than 
$250,000 for Convention. 





TELLS OF RECOVERY THERE 


Here for Associated Press Meeting, 
He Promises Huge Hall for 
1928 Gathering. 


“Absurd as it may seem, the city of 
Miami not only hopes, but expects, to 
have the next National Democratic 
Convention,” declared Frank D. Shutts, 


publisher of The Miami Herald, yes- 
terday at his rooms in the Waldorf. 
“We “have offered the National Com- 
mittee $250,000 on account of es 
in connection with*the convention of 
the Summer of 1928, and if more money 
is needed more will be raised.” he con- 
tinued. . 

This angling for the convention was 
offered by Mr. Shutts as proof that 
Miami and. Florida in general were in 
“better shape than they have been at 
any time during the past four years.’’ 
Mr. Shutts asserted that Miami, with 
@ population of 150,000, now had $30,- 
000;000 in building construction under 
way. He said arrangements had been 
made for sale by the State of $20,000,- 
000 in Everglades bonds, secured by | 
the Everglades. 


Compares State to Railroad. 


The economic development of Florida 
was likened by Mr. Shutts to the 
growth and progress of a railroad sys- 
tem. 


“For a good raany years,” he said, 
‘“‘we were ai! prosperous. The trains 
were lor.ger ani finer and better fitted 
out each yéar than the preceding year. 
In the early part of 1925, when we 
were traveling at maximum speed, we 
appeared to have a long, sweeping 
and clear double track ahead. 

“Then the storms which had 
gatherea in other parts of the country 
broke in Florida, and some of the 
trains were dismantled and to some 
extent slowed.down. Some of them 
were stoprec.. 

“The storms were financial storms, 
for which the people of Florida were 
in no way te blame. They’ were 
created by speculators who were non- 
residents, and the citizens of Florida 
were compelled to stand by and watch 
the foundations of their prosperity 
pulled down by elements over which 
they had no ecntrol.”’ 

To clap the climax, said Mr. Shutts, 
the September hurricane arrived. 

“This was no gentle zephyr playing 
with the lovelocks of a carefree peo- 
ple,” he said, “but that happened 
more than six months ago. Today the 
trains are back on the elie, every car 
and engine has been rehabilitated, the 
débris has been cleared from the 
tracks and ajl steam is up. There 
will be no more storms in Florida 
caused by Northern speculators who 


hope to reap what they have not 
sown.”’ 


Tells of Assets of Florida, 


In enumerating the assets of Florida, 
Mr. Shutts mentioned the climate, the 
ocean, Miami Bay, the Gulf Stream, 
the trade winds, the fertile soi], the 
crops and ‘‘more than 4,000 square 
mliés (or 3,000,000. acres) of undevel- 
oped lands, fertile enough and exten- 
sive enough to feed all the people of 
the United States.” 

As to the Summer weather, Mr. 
Shutts said he could assure the Demo- 
cratic delegates that Miami was less 
uncomfortable in July than other cities 
in America. He said the hotel accom- 
modations were unmatched, and prom- 
ised a coliseum larger than any ever 
used by a tiational convention. 

Mr. *Shutts has oeen attending the 
Associated Press convention at the 
Waldorf.

Aide Is ‘Startled, ‘but Seems to

Governor Smith, who on the previous 
day had told President Coolidge to do 
as he: pleased while in New York but 
not to “get caught,” left a somewhat 
similar admonition yesterday for Pres- 
ident Gerardo Machado of Cuba, who 
is stopping at the Hotel Biltmore, 
where the. Governor makes his home 
when in New York... 

The Governor called at the Cuban 
President’s suite on the third floor at 
about half past three, shortly before he 
left for Albany. He was met at the 
door by Major Schutan, the President’s 
aide, who did not reco e him. 

“Ig President Machado in?” asked 
the Governor. 

‘*Yes, he is asleep,” said the officer. 

“Well, let him sleep,’’ replied the 
Governor, taking out a card. *‘‘TeH 
him I just dropped in to pay my re- 
spects.” 

The card brought the Major up 
sharply and he saluted. The Governor 
continued : 

“Tell the President to enjoy himself, 
and when he goes away to leave the 
hotel, as I need it to sleep in when I 
comé to town.” 

The Cuban Major looked startled. 
The Governor began to laugh, : shook 
hands and walked away, leaving the 
officer grinning broadly. 


How Machade Spent the Day. 


The Cuban President spent a com- 
paratively quiet day, rising late and 
breakfasting at the hotel. Shortly 
after noon he motored downtown with 
his entourage to the Chase National 
Bank, where he was the guest of Al- 
bert H. Wiggin, Chairman of the 
board of the bank, at a luncheon in 
the officers’ dining room. 


Speaking last night at a dinner given 
in his honor at the Biltmore by the 
Mayor’s Committee on Receptions, 
President’ Machado dwelt on the 
friendly relations between this coun- 
try and Cuba and asserted that: the 
ties binding the two countries were 
not political, but idealistic and moral, 
and that Cuba formed the link binding 
the United States to Latin America. 
He had words of high praise, too, for 
New York, as the cradle .of Cuban 
liberation, and again lauded Mayor 
Walker. ; 

The dinner was attended by about 
400 leaders in city affairs. William H. 
,Woodin was toastmaster.. The first 
speaker was John Barrett, formerly of 
the Pan-American Union, who greeted 
President Machado in Spanish and 
then pointed out the wonderful growth 
of Cuba commercially in ‘the last 
twenty-five years, asserting ‘that she 
now stands sixth in point’ of commer- 
cial relations with the United States. 
Cuba and the United States, he con- 
tended,- must at all times stand to- 
gether for their common good. 

The Cuban Ambassador,’ Sefior 
Orestes Ferrari, spoke of the mutual 
Understanding between the little repub- 
lic and the big one, asserting that even 
the difference in language did not af- 
fect it. Then Mayor Walker spoke, 
again recalling in glowing terms his 
reception in Havana and eulogizing 
President Machado as a statesman and 
one who had a great understanding of 
human nature. 


Would Settle Disputes. 


He said there never could be any 
disagreement between the two coun- 
tries that could not be- settled in 
twenty-four hours—‘‘just long enough 
for me to get to Havana. I could sit 
down with General Machado and we 
would settle the thing in two quarts of 
time.’”’ 


The Mayor said he intended to go to 
Cuba again next Winter and annually 
thereafter, and declared that in being 
light-hearted and happy he was a true 
representative of the contented Amer- 
ican. people, ‘columnists and wise- 
crackers,’’ who referred to him as ‘“‘the 
late Mayor,’’ notwithstanding. He 
went on: i 

“T’ll tell you that if I thought 1 was 
going into a clock-punching job I'd 
have resigned before I was elected. I 
don’t consider that I have a time job 
and I believe that the men of real im- 
portance in this community will meas- 
ure my work by accomplishment and 
not by the time spent on it from day 
to day.”’ 

Tonight President Machado is to be 
the guest at a small dinner given by 
Stanley Z. Mitchell, President of 
the Electric Bond and Share Com- 
pany, in the music room of the Bilt- 
more. Financiers representing bank- 
ing, Standard Oil and sugar interests 
will be present. 

There have been reports in Wall 
Street that Président Machado is visit- 
ing New York to. arrange a foreign 
loan, but these were denied yesterday 
in well-informed quarters, where it 
was said that neither the luncheon 
yesterday nor’.the dinner tonight was 
of the slightest financial significance. 
Those who might well be in a position 
to know asserted that the sole object 
of the visit was pleasure.

HACKETT INDICTED 
ON THEFT CHARGES 


Former Enright Aide Accused of 
_ Keeping Funds Obtained for 
Police Society. 


VANISHED BEFORE INQUIRY 


National Search Is Ordered for Ex- 
Secretary of International Body 
‘$5,000 Involved. 


A-country-wide search was instituted 
yesterday by the police-for John C. 
Hackett, a Special Deputy Police Com- 
missioner in the Hylan régime, when 
two indictments charging him.’ with 
second-degree grand larceny were 
handed up by the Grand Jury to Judge 
Nott in General Sessions. Hackett is 
accused of having fraudulently ob- 
tained’ about $250 from business mien 
in this city on representation that the 
money was for the International Po- 
lice Conference, of which he was Sec- 
retary. 

Richard EB. Enright, former Police 
Commissioner and President of the 
conference, which is composed of the 
representatives of police departments 
in this and European countries, was 
understood to have been the principal 
witness against Hackett in the Grand 
Jury investigation which resulted last 
Monday in: the two indictments. It 
was reported: that it was suspected 
that about $5,000 had been obtained 
from business men and others which 
never reached the conference. 


Resigned as Enright Secretary. 


Hackett became Mr. Enright’s secre- 
tary at the beginning of the latter’s 
régime in the Police Department. Fol- 
lowing a complaint by Mrs. Ellen 
O’Grady, then a Deputy. Police’'Com- 
missioner, that Hackett interfered with 
her investigation of the complaint of 
two small girls agginst a man, and 
the complaint of a patrolman in Brook- 
lyn to Mayor Hylan in 1919 that Hack- 
ett had caus his suspension from 
duty because the patrolman ordered 
Hackett to “‘move on’”’ in a dispute with 
a taxicab driver, Hackett resigned. 
Mayor Hylan ordered the immediate 
restoration of the patrolman to duty. 

In 1925 Hackett was restored to un- 


‘official connection with the Police De- 


partment by Commissioner Enright as 
a Special Deputy Commissioner. Hack- 
ett was the last man to receive such 
an rr 4g agi the office having been 
abolished at the beginning of the 
Walker Administration. ° 
Mr. Enright’ and Hackett continued 
their connection with the International 
Police Conference after they left the 
Police Department. Police Commis- 
sioner McLaughlin issued a statement 
last year in fhich he said that. com- 
plaints had been made to him that 
men representing themselves as con- 
nected with the Police Conference and 
showing ietters signed by Hackett as 
Secretary had been soliciting subscri a 
tions from persons in this city. r. 
McLaughlin said that he wanted the 
public to know that the Police Confer- 
ence had no connection with the Police 
Department. 
Shipping Board Suit Quashed. 
Hackett receni.y brought an action 
in the Federal Court to void dock 
leases made in this and other cities by 
the United States Shipping Board’ and 
others, alleging that T. V. O’Connor, 
Chairman of the Shipping Board, 
had benefited illegally throtgh ‘them. 
Hackett’s only explanation for his in- 
terest in the matter was that he in- 
stituted the action tor “purely pa- 
triotic’ motives.”" On the motion of 
Federal District Attorney Tuttle, Judge 
Winslow dismissed the suit as rround- 
less in the Federal ra week.

2 POLICEMEN § SHOT 
BY THUGS IN BATTLE 


They Are Wounded as They Try 
to Capture Two in Bronx Who 
Robbed Taxi. Driver. 


GUN FIGHT IN BROOKLYN 


Three Men in Feud Turn Pistols 
on Detectives, of Whom None Is 
Hit—Two Combatants Wounded. 


Seven policemen faced the gunfire 
of thugs and rowdies in the Bronx and 
Brooklyn early yesterday morning and 
two of them were wounded. 

In the Bronx the two patrolmen who 
were hit exchanged a running fire 
with a pair of. hold-up. men who had 
robbed a taxicab chauffeur and stolen 
his car. The robbers escaped either 


through or around tne apartment house 
at 2 West 184th Street, evading a cor- 
don of police reserves which was being 
thrown out.

Justice Ford ‘in Censuring Radio 
Man Pays Tribute to Bar for 
Lack of Rellgious Bias. 


Supreme, Court. Justice Ford denied 
yesterday the application of Franklin 
Ford,.. Director .of Radio. Station 
WHAP, for an order compelling Com- 
missioner of Jurors, O’Byrne to re- 
instate him.on the jury list to make 
him available for such duty. The 
Court based his ruling on the asser- 


of Jurors were quasi-judicial and not 
subject to review by the courts. He 
also declared his belief that General 
Sessions Judge Rosalsky, who. recently 
upheld a challenge against service hy 
nah — as a a Pa ee of the 
er’s -announ prejudice against 

Roman Catholics, was justified in tak- 
ing this action 

Judge Daley declared at the time 
that he would request the Comm 
sioner of Jurors to expunge Mr. Ford’s 
name from the jury roll, “as it is my 
Opinion that by his testimony he has 
disqualified himself from performing 
the duties of a fair and impartial 
juror.’’.. Commenting on this statement 
Justice Ford’ said: 
“It seems to me that ‘the Presiding 
Judge could do no less, and the Com- 
missioner of. Jurors in the exercise of 
his official functions struck the name 
from the list of jurors.” 

Justice Ford said that. while the 
laintiff was not entitled to a man- 
amus and he did not believe the rec- 
ommendations of Judge Rosalsky 
should be overruled, he considered that 
“plain common sense applied to the 
controversy reveals ample justification 
for the action taken by the learned 
Judge and the Commissioner of 
Jurors.”" 
Referring to the alleged bias of Mr. 
Ford against Catholics, the Justice 


said: 

“In brief, it would be clearly in the 
public interest to eliminate this use- 
less person as unqualified by self-con- 
fessed prejudice from the list of jurors. 
“Catholics are numerous in the city 
of New York. Many judicial places 
are filled by them, many are members 
of the bar. In the majority of cases 
tried, Catholics participate either as 
judges, lawyers, parties or witnesses. 
To the credit of the bar be it said that 
lawyers in examining jurors do not, 
unless the controversy necessarily in- 
volves a religious issue, inquire into 
the religious views of the jurors. Such 
prejudice as the petitioner confesses 
to is beyond their comprehension. 
“Here would lie the great danger to 
the administration of justice in case a 
person like the petitioner were permit- 
ted a place on the jury list. His pe- 
culiar prejudice against Catholics might 
easily escape the lance. of court 
and counsel, and thus he might be ac- 
cepted as a juror to give his prepos- 
session free play in passing upon the 
testimony of Catholic witnesses, in 
discounting the arguments of Catholic 
lawyers, in holding his Catholic fel- 
low jurors under suspicion of untruth- 
fulness in discussing the evidence, and 
even in disregarding the charge of a 
Catholic judge for suspected partiality. 
“He has no right to sit where he may 
thwart justice under the impulse of 
his silly obsession that citizens of the 
Catholic faith are less worthy of be- 
lief than others.’”’

The Federal Radio Commission will 
take no action in the case of Repre- 
sentative Victor Berger, the Milwaukee 
Socialist, who was stopped. at. Station 
WwIZ, New York, Saturday when in the 
midst of charges that ‘‘capitalism”’ 
controled the American press, radio 
and schools. 

The station ‘authorities explained 
that the microphone was taken from 
Mr. Berger because his time had ex- 
pired, and that under the rules of the 
hook-up he had to be shut off.

If an official report is made on the 
Berger case the commission may make 
some pronouncement suggesting that 
they respect the rights of free speech. 
Further than this the commission has 
no authority to act, as it has no power 
of censorship. 

Since the location of any radio broad- 
casting transmitter is an essential 
feature of the license,. the e0mmission 
will not consider any application for 
a license, except for a limited period 
of time, in which the permanent loca- 
— of the transmitter is not speci- 

However, for the purpose of enabling 
so-called portable stations which were 
licensed under the law to render ser- 
vice to the public during the Spring 
and Summer months, the commission 
will issue to such stations licenses for 
not more than 120 days, to operate 
with not more than 100 watts power 
output and with frequencies of 1,470 
and 1,490 kilocycles only. 

Such permits may be revoked by the 
commission at any time if it be shown 
that the operation of these stations 
is causing interference prejudicial to 
the public interest, the commission an- 
nounced.

The Steel Corporation’s good - re- 
port of earnings for the quarter, and 
the directors’ decision to extend the 7 
per cent. dividend rate to all of the 
increased common stock, were not 
made known until after business had 
closed on yesterday's stock market. 
Therefore, it is a matter of pure con- 
jecture whether the market would have 
received the announcements with en- 
thusiasm or would have fallen in re- 
sponse to expected favorable news, as 
it had done the day before. As it was, 
evidence appeared of support to the 
market almost from the first, and the 
result for the day was a considerable 
recovery—not enough to cancel Mon- 
day’s declines, but of good proportions 
nevertheless, and sustained up to the 
end, 5 

Possibly the advance was cccasioned 
in equal measure by resistance on the 
part of large operators interested in 
the more speculative shares, by pur- 
chases from brokers’ customers incred- 
ulous about a sustained decline, and by 
the precautionary “covering” in which 
speculators for the decline always in- 
dulge after a day of rapid declining 
prices, unless and until they are sure 
that the market is moving c:ntinuously 
in their favor. It is hardly necessary 
to say that the advance was no more 
caused by news of the day than was 
the previous day’s decline. There was 
at no time any evidence that financial 
forecasts were being shaken by the 
Mississippi floods; yeste:day even the 
price of cotton declined % cent. 

Railway earnings for March, now in 
course of publication, show the same 
irregular variation from last year, 
especially for net receipts, as did the 
early February statements. In the end, 
February’s net operating income for all 
the roads increased 10% per cent. over 
1926. But comparisons with last March 
are more exacting. Whereas the ulti- 
mate net proceeds in February of last 
year decreased nearly 3 per cent. from 
the year before, they increased 28% 
per cent. in March. In yesterday’s for- 
eign exchange market the lira lost 
most of its advance of the day before; 
clearly enough because of speculative 
realizing. Sterling held steady. Proof 
that the Bank of England had not 
weakened its position by last Thurs- 
day’s reduction of the rate was pro- 
vided by the inflow of £403,000 more 
gold from South Africa into the Bank’s 
reserve. ; 

Aside from the question what rate 
of dividend would be paid on the new 
United States Steel stock after its 40 
per cent. increase—and that had been 
clearly foreshadowed by Chairman 
Gary at the annual meeting—interest 
attached to two considerations in .the 
statement submitted yesterday after- 
noon. These were the result on earn- 
ings from the month’s record-breaking 
steel production, and the surplus left 
for the quarter after paying the in- 
creased dividend. As the steel output 
figures foreshadowed, monthly earn- 
ings rose progressively from January 
to March; but last month’s net re- 
sults in the company’s earnings, al- 
though derived from the largest pro- 
duction ever known, were themselves 
by no means of unprecedented magni- 
tude, They had been exceeded since 
the war in five of the later months of 
1926, in one of 1924 (which also hap- 
pened to be March) and in three of 
1928. In all of those months the selling 
price of steel was higher than it now 
is and the same influence, operating on 
a larger scale, was responsible for the 
company’s much greater monthly earn- 
ings during our years of neutrality and 
during most of our participation in the 
war. 

The 40 per cent. increase in the 
amount disbursed for common stock 
dividends raised the total dividend pay- 
ment for the quarter from $15,200,000 
to $18,758,000 and the surplus, left over 
from earnings about half a million 
greater than those of the previous 
March quarter, was smaller by $3,305,- 
000. This is no very formidable reduc- 
tion; it amounts to a little more than 
30 per cent. and leaves a $7,569,000 sur- 
plus for the quarter. =:1pposing a simi- 
lar deduction from the sum carried to 
surplus account in 1926, the present 
year’s contribution would still be $18,- 
100,000. .On the other hand, if earn- 
ings for a calendar year were to be no 
greater than those of 1925 or 1924, with 
other expenditure the same as in those 
two years, the increased dividend rate 
would leave a deficit of some nine or 
ten millions after dividends. Presuma- 
bly, therefore, the expectations of the 
company are staked on maintaining or 
increasing the recent scale of business 
activit,- and profits.

Many of the issues which declined 
sharply on Monday underwent a vigor- 
ous rally on the Stock Exchange yes- 
terday. The market as a whole was 
irregular, particularly in the last hour 
of trading, but the spirited way in 
which the leaders responded to re- 
newed buying in the early market 
gave the general list an appearance of 
real strength. Commission houses re- 
ported that important traders who 
were hostile to the market on Monday 
had reversed their position. The shares 
of railroads serving the territory 
affected by the flood disaster were 
sold heavily but without any un- 
settling effect on the carrier shares 
as a group. Texas & Pacific and Mis- 
souri Pacific bore the brunt of this 
selling. Among the stocks which 
showed net gains of from 2 to 5 points 
for the day were General Motors, du 
Pont, Mack Trucks, American Sugar, 
Bangor & Aroostook, Brooklyn Union 
Gas, Hudson & Manhattan and Texas 
Gulf Sulphur. General Motors and 
United States Steel common were the 
leaders of the industrial shares.

The “Next Move.” 

Wall Street tape watchers had been 
rather inclined to predict a rally in 
yesterday's market. The declines of 
the previous day had been so wide 
and the market so hysterical as to 
create belief that good support would 
be given the leading shares at the 
next day’s opening. This surmise 
proved correct. Their interest now is 
in what will hapen next; whether the 
market will once more be “‘let down”

Steel Earnings. 

While the United States Steel Cor- 
poration’s earnings of $45,584,725 for 
the first quarter did not strike Wall 
Street as in any sense disappointing, 
they fell considerably short of the 
estimates that were put out in the last 
ten days. Such estimates, however, 
have been found to be increasingly un- 
reliable in the last year, and it cannot 
be said that any great importance had 
been attached to them on this occa- 
sion. Predictions that the corporation 
would show a net income of $50,000,000 
or more were based largely on the 
record ingot production of March, but 
the forecasters, it now appears, mis- 
judged by a good margin the actual 
deliveries in that month. The mainte- 
nance of the 7 per cent. dividend rate 
on the increased common stock had 
been virtually assured in advance, so 
that the declaration at that rate 
caused no particular elation.

Lira’s Movement a Puzzle. 

Yesterday's sharp reaction in the lira 
developed the fact that the financial 
district is completely mystified as to 
Premier Mussolini’s intentions regard- 
ing stabilization of the Italian cur- 
rency. Various opinions were advanced 
yesterday and speculation in the lira 
continued on a large scale, but nothing 
definite has been made known. State- 
ments attributed to the Premier indi- 
cate that he does not favor any stabili- 
zation point at present; in which case 
further wide movements would be ex- 
pected. In some good quarters the opin- 
ion has been ventured that before the 
present year ends the lira may be ad- 
vanced to a rate as high as ten to the 


dollar, or almost double even its pres- 
ent exchange market valuation. The

appreciation that has already taken 
place is alleged to have reduced Italian 
exports in many lines and increased 
imports. To some minds the situation 
resolves itself into a question of how 
long the advance in the rate can con- 
tinue before the pressure in trade quar- 
ters becomes too great.

Bank Rate and Brokers’ Loans. 

Most discussions of the Federal Re- 
serve rediscount rate at present are 
inked up with the trend in brokers’ 
loans, the total of which is now at its 
highest point of 1927, having increased 
more than $160,000,000 since the middle 
of February. Rightly or wrongly, many 
bankers have believed that the redis- 
count rate would not be reduced while 
this trend was in progress, on the 
theory that such action would be ac- 
cepted as encouragement to excessive 
speculation. It is not generally believed 
that the Bank of England’s reduction 
will necessarily influence the New 
York rate. With conditions in London 
all pointing to the necessity of a 
change there, the Bank of England 
would not be deterred by the knowledge 
that a reduction in New York would be 


that the London rate will be returned 
to 5 per cent. later this year.

Railroads in the Flood Area. 

Pools operating in such railroad 
shares as Missouri Pacific, Rock Island 
and other lines traversing the flooded 
area have done their best to dissemi- 
nate the belief that the roads will sus- 
tain little or no damage from the dis- 
aster and that “everything will be all 
right’’ when the sun once more shines 
in the Southland. There was a feeling 
in Wall Street yesterday, however, that 
they may find themselves mistaken 
when surveys now being taken by of- 
ficials of these roads come officially 
to hand. It will probably be estab- 
lished at least that almost every road 
in the area has suffered serious losses 
in roadbed. and bridges. The most 
serious loss, however, should be in the 
traffic which normally is expected at 
this season of year.

Pierce-Arrow’s Decline. 

The first quarter's earnings state- 
ments of motor companies have been 
so variable that Wall Street is rather 
in a whirl trying to keep discrim- 
inating account of the companies that 
are doing well and of those whose 
earnings make a disappointing show- 
ing. The meager earnings of the 
Pierce-Arrow Motor Car Company for 
the quarter were a case in point. It 
had been believed generally that the 
earnings would be fair, not so high 
as last year at this time, but never- 
theless nothing to be excited about. 
When the figures were published yes- 
terday it was shown that only 39 cents 
a share had been earned on the 8 per 
cent. preferred. The stock was thrown 
overboard in haste and closed the day 
with a 6 point decline. From the high 
point this year of 103% it has shown 
a decline to 65 yesterday and it closed 
the day at 68.

Shares of local public utilities, which 
made a few notable movements for 
some months, gave a strong exhibition 
yesterday.

Brooklyn Edi- 
son went above 157 and closed for a 
gain of 1% points, and Consolidated 
Gas was firmer. There were no de- 
velopments in the news to explain the 
strength in this group, although a rise 
in Brooklyn Union always starts dis- 
cussion about a possible merger or the 
likelihood of buying for account of cer- 
tain manufacturing interests. Amend- 
ment of Brooklyn Edison's charter to 
Permit of increased capitalization 
served to awaken hopes of some kind 
of offering of rights to stockholders.

Committee Opposing Sale of Road 
Receive’ Setback, bat Say 
Fight Will Go On. 


CHICAGO, April 26 (4).—The United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals today 
tdenied the Jamieson committee of 
junior bondholders in the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad an in- 
junction preserving their rights under 
the present reorganization plan, pend- 
ing further hearing of their court at- 
tack on the legality of the whole re- 
organization. 

The committee represents the holders 
of $18,000,000 worth of e junior 
securities, who contend that the offer 
made them under the reorganization 
by Kuhn, Loeb & Co. and the National 
City Company of New York, following 
the Federal court receivership of the 
road, is: whfair. 

It was ed that to grant an in- 
junction would cloud the’ whole pro- 
ceedings and that under the reorgani- 
zation plans. the time in which the 
Jamieson’ bondholders could turn in 
their securities for those of the re- 
organized road, the Chicago, Milwau- 
‘kee .& Pacific Railway Company, had 
passed.. The Court was told, however, 
that the junior bondholders would have 
twenty-four hours, following the ac- 
tion’ today, in which to turn in their 
bonds. ; 

Appeal from the Federal Court order 
confirming the sale of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway will be 
pressed by the Jameson Bondholders’ 
Committee, it was sald here yester- 
day, despite the sethack received in 
the court decision at Chicago. 

A statement by -the committee de- 
‘clared that more than $17,000,000 of the 
bonds represented by the committee 
would participate in the appeal. It was 
pointed out that the committee noti- 
fied its depositors several weeks ago 
of the exact situation which confront- 
ed them, and that only about 5 per 
cent. of the bonds were withdrawn 
since the notice. 

“Tt is -not, true,” the committee 
stated, ‘‘as suggested in Chicago dis- 
patches, that the reorganization man- 
agers have notified the Bondholders’ 
Defense Committee that they have only 
twenty-four hours to decide whether 
or not they will participate in the plan 
of reorganization. 

“The text of the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals’ decision has been received by 
wire from Chicago as follows: 

“‘ “This Court in its disposition of the 
/pending appeal concededly has the 
power to adjust all equities between 
the parties predicated upon or growing 
out of the decree appealed from. The 
petition for injunction pending appeal 
is denied.’ 

“This merely means that the decision 
as to the committee’s right of partici- 
pation is merely postponed until the 
appeal is heard on the merits.”

$154,822—Central’s Gross Is 
Higher, but Net Is Lower.

A study of the quarterly earnings of 
twenty-seven railroads which issued 
their. reports. yesterday shows that in 
the majority of cases the returns are 
below those for the first quarter of 
1926. The exceptions were the Penn- 
sylvania, the Erie System, the Lehigh 
Valley, the Maine Central, the Mis- 
souri Pacific, the Texas & Pacific and 
three other lines. Two of the remain- 
ing eighteen showed operating deficits 
for the period. 

The report of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road divulges the interesting fact that 
while operating revenues increased 
$563,953 in March, due almost entirely 
to increased freight reventie, the op- 
erating expenses in that month de- 
creased $3,216,879, thus permitting the 
marked increase in net operating in- 
come. Operating revenues increased 
$154,822 for the first quarter, while 
~ aad expenses decreased $5,397,- 


The New York Central’s report is 
less favorable, as operating expenses 
in the full quarter increased more 
than operating revenues, thus reduc- 
ing the net o income at the 
same time as gross income increased. 
The ratio of operating expenses to 
gross revenue for March was 77.1, the 
same as for March, 1926, while for 
the three months the ratio was 78.3, 
against 78.1 in the first quarter of 1926 
and 78.5 in the first quarter of 1925. 
Freight revenues for the quarter were 
the largest in the company’s history, 
with the exception of 1923. 


Gulf Coast Earned $2.63, 


The Gulf Coast Line earned $2.68 a 
share on its capital stock in the first 
quarter, against $1.61 a share a year 
ago. The Maine Central earned $2.81 
a share on the common, after pre- 
ferred dividends, more than double the 
$1.26 earned in the first 1926 quarter. 
The Missouri Pacific earned $1.16, 
against $1.07, on the common stock, 


after preferred requirements, and the 
Texas & Pacific earned $1.48 a share 
on common, after preferred dividends, 
almost exactly double the 72 cents 
earned a year ago. 

The Norfolk & Weste shows $4.62 
a share earned on common after pre- 
ferred dividend requirements, against 
$5.17 in the first quarter of 1926, and 
the Pere Marquette $3.02 a . share, 
against $3.03, net earnings being only 
$1,163 less for the 1927 quarter than 
for the initial quarter last year. The 
Rocky Mountain line earned $1.01 on 
the common, after preferred require- 
ments, against 64 cents a year before. 
The Seaboard Air Line earned 98 cents 
a share on its common stock, 
after preferred dividend requirements, 
against $1.96 a share in the first quar- 
ter of 1926, and the Southern Rail- 
way’s estimated earnings for the first 
quarter were equivalent to $2.18 a 
share on the common stock, after pre- 
ferred dividend requirements, against 
$2.76 a share on the same share basis 
in the first quarter of 1926. 

The March gross earnings of the 
Reading Company in 1926 were the 
second largest March in the company’s 
history and were exceeded only in 
March, 1923, when gross earnings were 
$9,501,100 in that month. Because of 
the unfavorable March gross this year 
and a much smaller reduction of ex- 
penses( the net operating income de- 
creased $975,811. The net operating 
income in March, 1926, was the largest 
since August, 1925.

Also Cause 90,000 Deaths.in Year, 
Says Ralilroad’s Safety Agent. 
Ninety thousand persons were killed 
and more than 2,500,000 injured in the 
United States last year by accidents of 
all kinds, and one-fourth of them were 


less than 15 years of age, Charles E. 
Hill, General Safety Agent of the New 
York Central Lines, has estimated. 

In a pamphlet prepared for public 
distribution as part of the New York

New Banking Act. 








SiX INSTITUTIONS INVOLVED 





Many Others Had _. Previously 
Received Permission to Open 
New Offices. 





The expansion of branch banking in 
New Jersey under the _ increased 
authority granted by the McFadden 
Banking act is reflected in an an- 
nouncement, just made, that the Con- 
troller of the Currency has authorized 
the establishment of additional offices 


by six banks in the State. The authori- 
zations provide for a total of nine 
branch bank offices in various cities 
in that State. 

The McFadden law, which was en- 
acted last February, has made little 
change in New York except that banks 
which have city-wide systems now are 
permitted to designate their outlying 
quarters as branches, instead of of- 
fices. In New Jersey, however, the 
provisions of the new law are expected 
to result in the establishment of a 
new and comprehensive branch bank- 
ing system. The law permits national 
banks to establish branches in States 
where State banks have this privilege. 
Until recently New Jersey has not 
permitted branch banking, but follow- 
ing the enactment of the McFadden 
act enabling legislation was adopted 
by the Trenton Legislature, and this 
automatically opened the way for na- 
tional bank expansions.

By Wireless to Tos New York Times, 
BERLIN, April 26.—Optimism charac- 
terized the general meeting of the 
stockholders of the Deutsche Bank 
held today. Director. Wassermann 
pointed out that the tu~nover of the 
institution had increased 40 per cent. 
over last year, while the number of 
customers showed a rising curve and 
the volume of business continued to 
yield large profits. Continuing, the 
director presented a hopeful economic 
and industrial horoscope, mentioning 
as proofs Germany’s rapid recovery, 
the increase in bank receipts and 
profits, the flourishing condition of 
the iron and steel industry and the 


steady reduction in the number of the 
unemployed. The present stagnation 
in the coal market, he described as in- 
evitable, a temporary result of the set- 
tlement of the British miners’ strike.

‘MEX. PETE’ ON TAPE 
FIRST TIME IN 2 YEARS 


Sale of Ten Shares at $200 Stirs 
Memories of Traders—Rare 
Carrier Also Appears. 





Some of the dry bones interred in 
Wall Street for many a month were 
rattling yesterday. For the first time 
in more than two years there was a 


sale of Mexican Petroleum on the New 
York Stock Exchange. The sale was 
at $200 for ten shares. The last pre- 
vious sale was on March 20, 1925, at 
$250 for 100 shares. The only other 
sale in 1925 was $225 for twenty shares 
on Feb. 5. 

‘“‘Mex. Pete,” as the shares were 
known in Wall Street parlance, was 
in its heighday the leader of the pe- 
troleum group, likely to go off on a 
tantrum at any time and then to de- 
cline as rapidly and abruptly as it had 
advanced. It was the market pet of 
Edward L. Doheny, and its shares 
were later transferred into those of 
the Pan American Petroleum and 
Transport Company, which he subse- 
quently sold. A few stray shares of 
“‘Mex. Pete’’ still are floating about 
the country, but it has been relegated 
to the stable of worn out and disabled 
horses—the ‘‘inactive post.” 

When ‘Mex. Pete’? came out on the 


flood of reminiscences among traders 
on the floor of the Stock Exchange 
and in brokerage offices, for the vola- 
tile oil stock has the reputation of 
having broken more and made more 
persons than any other listed stock of 
its time. As a vehicle of speculation 
it was the most popular issue in Wall 
Street until the advent of General 
Motors. 

Another sale which attracted atten- 
tion was 100 shares of Detroit, Hills- 
dale & Southwestern Railroad at 
79144. Although it has been listed since 
1914, this is the first time that a sale 
has been recorded on the tape. The 
line is an integral part of the New 
York Central Railroad, having been 
leased to that line in 1914.

Report of Export Sales Sends Oats 
Up—Short Covering Ad- 
vances Corn.

CHICAGO, April 26.—Bulk of the 
trading in wheat was in spreading be- 
tween the various deliveries with scat- 
tered liquidation in the May. Prices 
held within a range of % to % cent. 
The finish was % cent lower to 2% 
cents higher, with the May showing 
the decline. One set of brokers sold 
May and bought September, while 
others bought May and sold July. Out-

BITUMINOUS OUTPUT DROPS 


Decline Not Drastic, Compared With

Production of bituminous coal since 
the suspension of operations in the

Last year, in the corresponding week, 
the tonnage was somewhat higher, 
namely 9,306,000 tons. With the large 
stock on hand of about 100,000,000 
tons the drop below last year’s ton- 
nage for a comparable week of 15 per 
cent. is only what was to be expected. 

“An analysis of the report on pro- 
duction of bituminous during the first 
week of the suspension, the week end- 
ed April 9 reveals that the decline in 
output compared with the same week 
last year was 12.4 per cent.”

Following the sharp rise of the pre- 
vious day, foreign cotton interests be- 
came active azellers in Liverpool and a 
definitely reactionary tendency made 
its appearance in that quarter before 
the local opening. Both the English 
and continental trade: bought heavily 
while prices were depressed during the 
Fall and Winter, and the recent im- 
provement in the market has made 
profit taking attractive. Houses with 
foreign connections received selling or- 
ders during the course of the day, and 
realizing by commission-house interests 
reached substantial proportions. South- 
ern holders have taken advantage of 
the advance to reduce unsold stocks, 
bringing hedge selling in distant posi- 
tions now at a substantial premium 
over the spot month. 

Brokers for spot interests became ac- 
tive buyers of May after the opening 
call, taking notices that came on the 
market 28 points under July. The com- 
bination of Saturday, Sunday and the 
Fourth of July holiday will postpone 
the first delivery day for July to July 
5, calling for four days’ more carry- 
ing charges between May and July 
than is normally the case between two 
active months. Circulation of notices 
increased the May discount to 77 points 
under December. when the purchase 
of May and sale of December nar- 
rowed the spread to 72 points in final 
trading.

15,000,000 Yen’ In Note Issue 
Advances Returned to. Central 
Bank—Specle Reserve Rises.

TOKIO, April 26.—The legislative pro- 
gram for financial relief and readjust- 
ment, which the Government will lay 
before the Diet next week, has not yet 
been completed, but Finance Minister 
Takahashi today outlined its main pro- 
vision. 

It is proposed to allow the Bank of 
Japan to make emergency advances 
repayable in a decade the losses being 
guaranteed by the Government up to 

500,000,000 yen [about $250,000,000.] The 
exact total of the Government’s guar- 
antee will not be determined until the 
law has been effective for a year. 

The Bank of Japan states that its 


advances to the banks which had ex- 
*| pected runs are already coming back. 
Today the bank reports a contraction 
of about 15,000,000 yen in advances by 
note issue and excess issue, while the 
specie reserves increased by almost 
5,000,000 yen. Rumors are current that 
the Bank of Japan is preparing to in- 
crease the discount rate to 1.8 yen per 
day, equivalent to rise from 5.8 to 
6.57 per cent. per annum. 


Large Loans Expected for Banks. 


Practically every vernacular paper 
believes that the Government’s finance 
bill will allow the Bank of Japan to 


make larger loans against Government 
bonds, company debentures and stocks 
and will also permit the bank to make 
advances on real estate mortgages. If 
this is done it may be possible for 
some of the banks which are now 
closed to reopen, presenting as security 
for loans the mortgages accepted from 
firms which they have financed. 

The vernacular papers believe that 
the Bank of Japan, in consequence of 
the Government’s plans, may have to 
lend 5,000,000,000 yen to the banks.

Bankers’ reports from all parts of 
Japan indicate a healthier atmosphere 
and returning depositors.

MOST PELTS SHOW RISE 


South American Fox Is Only One to 
Decline—Beaver and Mink 
to Be Put Up Today. 


The second day yesterday of the 
$5,000,000 Spring raw fur sale now 
being held here in the Masonic Hall 
under the direction of the [ew ork 
Auction Company, Inc., was largely 
given over to foxes. Those sold dur- 
ing the day included red, Turkish, 
Japanese and South American. Wolf 
and timber wolf were also sold. Sales 
reached $60,000, which brought the 
grand total for the first two days to 
$1,850,000. The auction still has five 
days to run. 

An offering of about 22,000 red fox 
was the first to come up. Bidding for 
the heavier pelts, suitable for dyeing, 
was active enough tc. force prices 20 
per cent. above the Winter sale levels. 
The other varieties advanced 10 per 
cent. The best price paid for red fox 
was $37, brought by prime skins from 
Northwestern Canada. 

Turkish fox followed under the ham- 
mer of Auctioneer Noakes and sold to | 
$8.30 for the best. The entire collection 
averaged 10 per cent. above the Winter 
figures. Japanese fox advanced 5 per 


cent., the finest bringing $7.10. South 10 


American fox, of which nearly 28,000 
were put up, was the only articl> to 
show a decline. It fell 10 per cent, be- 
low the Winter sale averages, with best 
Santa Cruz skins fetching $3.80. . 

The largest and most sought for of- 
fering of the day was that of 30,358 
wolf pelts. This fur is largc’y used for 
trimmings, and under the pressure of 
active bidding the best Northwestern 
Canadian skins sold to $24. Th’s type 
of wolf, as well as Western, showed an 
average rise of 10 per cent. Southern 
and Southwestern wolf did not change. 
A collection of fifty-five tinber wolf 
sold 12 br $18.50 for the best . -ctic 

idding for this article was none 
ag active,.and the offering, as a 
whole, showed no change from the 
Winter auction averages. 

Beaver, nutria, kolinsky and ermine 
are scheduled for sale today,-as are 
blue fox, Japanese mink and mink. 
Beaver and mink, of which about 35,000 
will be offered, are expected to bring 
out the greatest buying interest.

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ON TRANSIT BOARD 


Holds the First Conference 
Preliminary to Drafting 
Readjustment Plan. 


JOINT. SESSION ON ‘TODAY 


Commissioners Hope Estimate Board 
Will Agree to Help Prepare 
Unification Plan. 


Samuel Untermyer, special counsel 
to the Transit Commission, called -yes- 
terday at the commission’s offices, 270 
Madison Avenue, for the first time 
since his return from a round-the- 
world cruise, and discussed with the 
Commissioners the preparation of the 
general transit readjustment plan, for 
which he has been retained. 

With Mr. Untermyer were Chairman 
John F.. Gilchrist, Commissioners Leon 
G. Godley and Charles ©. Lockwood 
and Alvin Untermyer, who will assist 
his father. Colonel William C. Lan- 
caster, the commission's chief engi- 
neer, and Fred G. Lindars, its chief 
accountant, were called in, and Mr. 
Untermyer conferred with them also. 


Discusses Today’s Meeting. 


Mr. Untermyer, who after the con- 
ference declined to discuss his plans, 
talked with the Commissioners about 
the meeting to be held today with 
Mayor Walker and the other mem- 
bers of the Board of Estimate at 
City Hall. The Commissioners hope 
this conference will result in coopera- 
tion between the commission and the 
board in the preparation of a plan to 
unify the city’s transit lines. 

Just how far the board will go in the 
way of cooperation is as yet uncer- 
tain. Mayor Walker is understood to 
be opposed to helping the commission 
to prepare any plan for the city tak- 
ing over the B.-M. T. and Interbor- 
cugh lines in any unification arrange- 
ment on the ground that the board, 
since it must pass officially on any 


plan submitted, should not participate 
in its preparation. 


Hearing on Grade Crossing. 


The commission held a hearing yes- 
terday on the petition of 200 residents 
of Auburndale, Queens, favoring the 
depression of the Long Island Railroad 
tracks in the proposed elimination of 
two grade crossings. It has been esti- 
mated that the cost of depressing the 
tracks would be $5,135,000, while the 
elimination could be accomplished by 
elevating the tracks for $2,385,000. 

Borough President Maurice E. Con- 
nolly indicated he had no objection to 
the elevated structure, although he 
said he wished to see residents of the 
section affected satisfied. 

** I hate to interfere in the private 
scraps of neighbors,” he said, ‘but 
elevated tracks apparently have been 
all right for Forest Hills, for that com- 
munity has prospered.”’ 

“I do not agree with you,”” said Com- 
missioner Lockwood, who presided. “I 
have watched Bayside develop and the 
south side of Queens has been greatly 
hampered by elevated tracks.” 

The hearing was adjourned to May 4. 


NEW URGE FOR STEEL CARS. 


Transit Comimssion Gets Report of 
Accident on Elevated. 

The desire of the Transit Commission 
to hasten the designing of a new type 
of steel car sufficiently light to be 
operated safely on the elevated rail- 
roads of the city has been stimulated 
by the accident on the Third Avenue 
elevated railroad on Monday night, in 
which twenty-five persons were in- 
jured. The passengers hurt were in a 
train of five wooden cars. In each car 
windows were broken and stanchion 
posts ripped out, and the platforms 
of two of the cars were smashed. 


A report to the commission, submit- 
ted by Inspectors E. O. Ranft and J. 
L. Keller, quoted Edward Altenbrand, 
the motorman, as saying his train was 
going at a normal rate of speed when 
he approached the bend in the road at 
Sixth Street, about two blocks north 
of the accident; that he saw an empty 
express train ahead and applied the 
brakes and reversed the power, but 
failed to avert the crash. 

“An examination showed skid marks 
on the rails for about 100 feet and that 
the brakes were effective,’’ the report 
said. 

It was learned at the offices of the 
commission that the effort to get car 
manufacturing companies to design 
types of light steel cars will be con- 
tinued, in the hope that these cars ulti- 
mately may replace all wooden cars. 
At a recent conference officials of 
these companies agreed to design such 
a type of car.

INDUSTRIAL TREND UPWARD. 


National Conference Board Predicts 
Continued Good Conditions. 
More persons were at work at slight- 
ly higher average pay in the manu- 
facturing industries of the United 
States during February than during 
the previous month, the National In- 
dustrial Conference Board reported 
yesterday. Wage earnings were above 
the level of February, 1926, while em- 

ployment was slightly below. 

Continued improvement in industrial 
activity since the first of the year, the 
Conference Board said, leaves little or 
no basis for uncertainty. Moreover, 
simultaneously with the rising trend of 
activity and wage earnings the cost 
of living continued to decline through- 
out the first three months of'this year, 
auguring well for business conditions 
in the immediate future. 

Average weekly earnings per worker, 
skilled, unskilled, female and male 
combined, in all manufacturing indus- 
tries in February, reached the highest 
level since late in 1920, advancing from 
$27.26 in January to $27.63 in February, 
and now standing~-120 per cent. higher 
than in July, 1914. 

The cost of living as computed by the 
Conference Board for March was only 
64.1 per cent. higher than in July, 
1914, making the purchasing power of 
the industrial workers’ average weekly 
pay now about 33 per cent. greater 
than it was just before the war.

Conservative Appraisals. 


MANY NEW COOPERATIVES 


Hughes & Hammond Place $3,750,- 
000 Mortgage Bond Issue on 
Park Avenue. 


The mortgage market has been un- 
usually active during the past few 
days and many new and refinancing 
loans have been placed by insurance 
companies, banks and brokers. 

The market is in a very satisfactory 
condition despite the fact that bulld- 
ing has about reached the saturation 
point in some localities. 

Ample funds are available for con- 
struction loans, provided the improve- 
ment can be justified, but lenders are 
loath to loan freely in certain sections 
where there is today an indication of 
overproduction. 

From an apartment-house renting 
standpoint the east side from Fifth 
Avenue to the East River and as far 
north as Ninety-sixth Street is more 
than holding its own.
